WML response 


This is in response to a recent letter in 
Cycle News. It is important to address 
and clarify the actual events that 
occurred during the final round of the 
WML/AMA Outdoor National Series at 
Broome-Tioga. 

The Women's Motocross League 
(WML) is made up of a group of volun- 
teers who are dedicated to promoting 
more opportunity and recognition for 
female motocross riders. It is not the 
intent of the WML to redefine the rules 
and regulations that are in place at these 
events. The WML follows AMA regula- 
tions and promoter directives. With this 
said, please note the following: 

The WML requests that all National 
promoters allow riders to race a 20- 
minute, plus-two-laps format. In addi- 
tion, the WML requests that each pro- 
moter run the Pro and Amateur races 
separately for safety reasons. As the 
WML is not a promoter, but a facilitator, 
we must work with and respect promot- 
er schedules. As the Broome-Tioga 
event, the promoter had approved the 
20-minute timeline. 

The women's event was run during 
the promoter's normal Amateur pro- 
gram. The Amateur program is a five- 
lap format. А miscommunication 
occurred (with the flagger) and the 
women were flagged off the track after 
five laps, at which time а verbal protest 
was filed. Motos number two and three 
ran a total of 13 laps each; hence, race 
number one was less than 50 percent 
complete. The promoter acknowledged 
the error and graciously allowed the 
race to be re-run. In addition, when put 
to a vote, the women riders voted to re- 
run the race. 


Per the AMA regulations: In all 
starts, the referee or starter has the 
power to decide what is a fair start. The 
starter/referee may declare a restart 
when: (There are) conditions that 
endanger the lives of spectators and/or 
competitors and the race is not more 
than 60 percent complete. After the 
protest was filed, the promoter allowed 
the race to be re-run. 

Had moto number one stood, the 
rider who sent in the letter would have 
won the overall for that day. The WML 
does recognize that the decision to re-run 
moto number one did affect the rider 
personally. However, the WML must 
make its decisions in a fair and unbiased 
way in order to benefit all riders.

12 

efore we get started here, we 

should probably establish one 

thing: Stefan Everts and Kevin 
Windham are two of the nicest guys 
you're ever likely to meet. And although 
the former did indeed recently make 
some derogatory comments about 
American riders (see sidebar), and the 
latter did indeed take serious exception, 
both would probably prefer to just put 
this whole feud business behind them. 

But that doesn't make for good copy, 
so let's capitalize on a perfect opportuni- 
ty to indulge in a bit of corny jingoism... 

On a warm summer's day in the shad- 
ow of our nation's capital, a clean-cut 
young man from Louisiana defended the 
honor of the stars and stripes, narrowly 
defeating a dastardly Belgian rival. Never 
mind that Windham, the bright-eyed 
Yank, was a decided underdog to Everts, 
a four-time MX champion of this planet. 
Just two weeks earlier, the villain had 
declared American riders “cowards,” and 
had proclaimed European riders "the 
best," so even after watching from third 
place as Everts ruled the first moto, 
Windham dug deep down into his red- 
blooded American heart and dominated 
the second outing to take the overall win. 
No, the date was not July 4, but it was 
Scott Goggles rep Bevo Forti's 50th birth- 
day, which was as good a day as any to 
be a chest-thumping, flag-waving, patri- 
otic aficionado of American motocross. 

Then again, maybe it wasn't, since 
only a claimed 4817 rooters were on 
hand, and not all of those were Ameri- 
cans (there were a few Union Jack-clad 
Brits, and one local Benedict Arnold was 
even waving a German flag around). A 
dearth of top American riders con- 
tributed to the low turnout, but that 
wasn't all: Within a short drive on race 
day were Farm Aid, a season-opening 
Redskins game and a NASCAR event 
the night before. 

“I’m very proud to be an American,” 
said Windham after his victory. “I really 
want to just let it be known how worn- 
out we are after doing 28 races. I can 
understand why an American wouldn't 


want to come and do this race, because 
it’s been nose to the grindstone here 
since last January.” 

Oh, yes, Budds Creek was also the 
site this day of another matter of some 
import, to which we should no doubt 
(grudgingly) call your attention: A new 
World Champion was crowned, and no, 
he is not an American (though he is 
clean-cut and bright-eyed). In fact, he’s 
French - Frederic Bolley, to be precise, 
and he utilized this final round of the 
250cc GP circuit to sew up his title over 
series rival Pit Beirer, from Germany 
(take that, Benedict Arnold). 

“I don't know yet - it's too early,” 
laughed Bolley, draped in a French flag 


after the race. "It's really, really nice. 


-Everything’s nice." 


It was also a good day for Honda 
fans to chest-thump, for that's just what 
CR riders did to the competition (with 
roost); the top three overall positions 
were all filled by Honda riders (on three 
separate teams), the new champ is 
Honda-mounted, and Honda won the 
series' Manufacturers title.

The Radson Honda rider's early 
lead prompted conjecture as to whether 
team manager Dave Grant would have 
Everts play team tactics, as teammate 
Bolley was mired back in seventh, while 
Beirer was up in second. 

Beirer, who had led most of the sea- 
son before losing the points lead at the

elgian Stefan Everts stirred up quite a hornets nest with 
his quote to Cycle News European correspondent Andrew 
Clubb two issues ago. Said Everts then, “It is there (Budds 
Creek) that I wish to prove a point that the European GP riders 
are still the best motocross riders in the world. No longer do the 
Americans come to Europe to race motocross, so I really believe 
they are real cowards, and that Europeans are the best at 
motocross." 
Those words were the overwhelming topic of internet chat 
rooms within hours of their publishing. Could Everts really have 


said such a thing? And if so, did he really mean it? Eric Johnson, 
another CN contributor, called the four-time World Champion 
days before the Budds Creek round for an explanation. 

"Yeah, probably people don't like it if you say those things," 


admitted Everts, “but what kind of word can I use that is a dif- 
ferent form - maybe not so harsh?" Continued Everts, "You 
know, I used to come to the Unadilla USGP and get my ass 
kicked, but I had the guts to do it...(Budds Creek) could have 
been the best race of the year - even better than the MX des 
Nations." 

At the event, Everts said, "What I really mean is, now we 
have a GP, the guys don't have a season to think of, our season 
is ending, and now most of the (AMA) guys say, "We're not rid- 
ing.’ I know the guys hada long season here in the States, but 
this kind: of race should motivate you. We've got all the best 
riders from Europe against all the best riders in America - in 
America. Most of the time the guys come in Europe, race des 
Nations, and then they say, “Yeah, the track is a little disadvan- 
tage.’ Now we're here, now they have their track. Everything is 
here, and most of them pull off. That kind of disappoints me." 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, the only thing warm about Everts' 
welcome near the nation's capital was the weather (see photo).

Vuillemin succumbed to both Albertyn 
and Everts on the last lap, but still fin- 
ished fourth, while Hughes - despite rid- 
ing so hard that he collapsed near the 
podium from heat exhaustion - was 
sixth. 

“I got on the gas too hard and the 
back end came around; I'm still light- 
headed,” said Hughes, before wobbling 
off to the podium to bei interv iewed. CN

Despite a shortage of factory AMA riders, the U.S. team truck dri- 
vers didn't get the week off. In the pit area were the factory 
semis of Kawasaki (serving Pit Beirers’ Winfield Kawasaki team), 
Yamaha (helping David Vuillemin's Yamaha France effort), and 
Suzuki (assisting both the U.S. Suzuki squad and Winfield/Bieffe 
Suzuki). FMF's truck housed Stefan Everts’ Radson Honda team. 
while Planet Honda looked after Ryan Hughes’ Pamo Honda crew. 


Team Honda's Kevin Windham was the fastest rider in Friday's 
timed-qualifying session, posting a fast lap in two minutes. 25.419 
seconds. Robbie Reynard was just 266-thousandths of a second 
slower in second. Top Europeans were third-placed Mickael 
Pichon, who called Budds Creek his favorite U.S. track, and 
Sebastien Tortelli in fourth; both riders have quite a bit of U.S. 
racing under their belts. Fast lap of the ОР was set by Pit Beirer, 
who posted a 2:26.965 in moto one. 


AMA fans accustomed to the occasional big-bore: four-stroke 
on the track with the 250cc two-strokes noticed the thumpers' 
absence this weekend. FIM rules restrict such machines to the 
500cc class. Fortunately, the opening round of the Eastern Four- 
Stroke National MX Series ran between motos, satisfying. many 
thumper addicts. Also, only one European bike (Englishman Paul 
Cooper' s Husqvarna) contested the GP. 


No Eastern European riders were on hand, but had they shown 
up, they would've felt right at home, Everywhere around the facili- 
ty were fatigue-clad members of the Maryland Defense 
Force, a state guard that helped out with event organization and 
security. 


Number numbness: Race fans were scratching their heads 
when it came to identifying the riders on the track. Last names 
aren't required on jersey backs for the GP series. nor are race 
numbers mandatory on the side panels (electronic transponders 
are strapped to the fork legs for scoring). The lesser-known Euro- 
peans were predictably anonymous, but since the AMA regulars 
were sporting different numbers than they had all year, even they 
were difficult to pick out. An example is Greg Albertyn. The Suzu- 
ki rider wore number 8 all season long, but that's the World 
Championship number of Frenchman Mickael Maschio. What with 
Albertyn's National title the previous week, many already think of 
him as number one, but his front number plate was adorned with 
the digits 108 at Budds Creek (his jersey still wore an 8). Oh, yes, 
and the number on Alby's bike in the event program's cover 
photo? Why, 208, of course. 


Don't expect the AMA to adopt electronic scoring any time soon, 
though they may do so at some point in the future. Motocross 
manager Duke Finch said that the system will be utilized in the 
PACE Supercross Series, but only for on-site purposes, and not 
for the official scoring. Accortling to Finch, the transponders

aren't good at reading a photo finish, and the fact that they must 
be re-charged creates a logistical nightmare. "It's okay for 31 
guys; | get a bit more than that," understated Finch. Incidentally, 
Finch thinks not running numbers on the sidepanels "just isn't fair 
to the spectators." 


Most of the GP set grace their sidepanels with sponsor logos, but 
American Suzuki used the opportunity for a bit of flag-waving - 
literally. Robbie Reynard had an American flag on his sideplate, 
while Greg Albertyn's bike sported a South African banner. FIM 
regular Ryan Hughes also ran an American flag on his Pamo 
Honda's sidepanel. Kevin Windham, who was number 114 but 
whose jersey said 214, ran a Donnie Hansen-era Honda H on his 
sideplate.

Team Suzuki's Larry Ward was a last-minute no-show at the 
GP. as he stayed home to recover from oral surgery he under- 
went a few days earlier. Ward, who recently signed with Kawasa- 
ki, had an infected area removed from deep within his jaw, and a 
mouth full of stitches made it difficult to even eat. "Гуе had this 
infection for almost a year," said Ward by telephone from his 
home, "so my health is probably not as good as it could have 
been. I'll be on antibiotics for about two months, but I'm coming 
along pretty quick. Tell Robbie (Reynard) and Greg (Albertyn) 
good luck when you walk by the Suzuki pits.” 


With just 31 entrants, and 30 spots available. the qualifying ses- 
sion was for the most part used to determine gate-position 
choice. Despite his proud surname, Boyd Karsmakers (Pierre's 
nephew? earned the ignoble distinction of being the only rider not 
to qualify, with a best lap over 12 seconds slower than Wind- 
ham's. Fortunately, Karsmakers made his trip from The Nether- 
lands worthwhile, contesting moto two when Paul Cooper failed 
to make the start. 


"Everybody wanted to prove something,” said Pit Beirer of his 
take on the Budds Creek GP. "Everts. for his big words, Ryno 
wanted to do good at home, Windham wanted to show that the 
Americans are fast, so the speed was definitely high. " 


Stefan Everts kept mum on what he'll be doing next year, 
preferring to wait until everything is official. Still, Everts did com- 
ment on the talent level of the 500cc class. which some expect 
him to contest on a Husqvarna four-stroke next year. "The guys 
in there are a little older, and a little less aggressive than in the 
250s, but | wouldn't say they're slower. I'm open for anything 
except a 125, so anything is possible. | could be riding a two- 
stroke, or maybe a four-stroke, or still a 250. Whatever, I'm 
ready for it." Apparently in no rush, Everts, who already has 
125cc and 250cc titles, expects a decision "hopefully in about a 
month. " 


Apparently. there's still some bad blood between American 
Honda and Mickael Pichon. When the enthusiastic Frenchman

went by the mechanics’ area during Sunday's warmup, one Honda 
technician was.overheard joking. "Pichon's still winning practice. " 


The Budds Creek track was in beautiful condition for the GP. 
Hace promoter Jonathon Beasely, who hopes to eventually land 
the MX des Nations, had sawdust put down in the major corners 
so they would hold up well. and there were multiple lines nearly all 
the way around. Some moto-two dust was the only blemish. 





This race was the first (апа last time that Sebastien Tortelli got to ride 
with his '98 World Championship number-one plate. The French- 
man was 125cc World Champion a couple years back, but left the fol- 
lowing year to race in the quarter-liter division. He took the crown in 
that class last year, but then left to race full-time in the U.S. in '99. 


Robbie Reynard confirmed at Budds Creek that he has signed а 
contract to stay with Suzuki for one more year, and he'll be 
joined by insane leaper Travis Pastrana. Newly crowned National 
Champ Greg Albertyn, however, has yet to make a deal. As for 
rumors that Kawasaki's Damon Huffman had rejoined Suzuki, 
team manager Roger DeCoster said, "Not even close.” 


Speaking of DeCoster, а scheduling conflict may prevent the 
Belgian from managing the U.S. team at the MX des Nations later 
this month.

“gy or the fourth time in six years, 
the World Superbike Champi- 
(.yonship will go back to Blackburn, 
England, after a day of high drama in 
Germany. It will go down in the histo- 
ry books that Carl Fogarty won his lat- 
est title with a win in the first race, fol- 
lowed up by a second place in race 
two, but to all who witnessed it, his 
race-one victory was on paper only - 
and in the most literal sense. And even 
he agreed. 

A massive crash on the dast lap, when 
Igor Jerman and Peter Goddard tangled 
at top speed, saw the luckless Slovenian 
rider lying injured by the trackside, an 
incident that rightfully brought out the 
red flags in due haste. The problem was, 
according to both Aaron Slight and Fog- 
arty, the leading duo weren't shown the 
red flags at all prior to crossing the fin- 
ish line and taking the checkered flag, 
which the determined Slight had 
reached first. Even Fogarty was sure of 
the result. 

“Aaron won that race fair and 
square,” was his instant assessment. 

Slight was livid, missing the podium 
ceremony and being fined 5000 Swiss 
francs in the process. 

“It’s been just another Aaron Slight 
day in World Superbike,” Slight said. 
“How much worse can things get? I

wanted to be on the podium to join in 
with Carl’s celebrations. His title is a 
great achievement and it would have 
been nice to share it with him.

The big picture remained unaffected, 
with only the “minor” championship 
positions in dispute, as Fogarty - ecstatic 
at having the extra pressure of expecta- 
tion from the few thousand British fans 
in the stadium and the millions back 
home lifted from his shoulders - turned 
cartwheels of joy in the gravel traps 
after his fourth title win. 

"I know I've been a bit ignorant to 
the fans recently, but that’s been due to 
the pressure I’ve been under,” Fogarty 
admitted. “I don’t really worry about 
winning World Championships. The 
thing that I want to do is win races. The 
titles are for other people - my family 
and the fans. I think I’ve got more fans 
than most football clubs, so this was for 
them.” 

Fogarty’s main championship chal- 
lengers Troy Corser and Colin Edwards 
II had luck opposite and exponential to 
that of Fogarty, as Corser suffered a 
major tire-shredding session in race one 
and a slightly lesser problem in race 
two. 

“I had the same tires as Carl in the 
second race and they still gave me prob- 
lems," Corser said. 

Edwards, having acknowledged 
defeat, played a cautious game at the 
ultrafast Hockenheim, with a fourth- 
place finish after he was run to the 
ground by eventual podium-finisher 
Akira Yanagawa in race one. 

“I know, like Aaron (Slight), that the 
rear tire would take a beating, so I held 
back knowing that I could catch the 
front guys with a bit of slipstreaming, 
but in the last lap I lacked traction," 
Edwards said. “I feel I could have won 
race two, but I was too cautious. It was 
difficult to plan anything in the second 
race because the places changed so 
much." ; 

Yanagawa, fast, then slow, then fast 
again in race one, took a fine podium for 
a man who, in everyone's interests 
should not have been allowed to race, 
despite his bravery. 

"I still havesproblems in left handers 
and I had to take some medicines before 
the race," Yanagawa admitted. 

His second-race fourth could have 
been a win as he Fogarty, Pier-Francesco 
Chili, Slight and Edwards went at it like 
men possessed, right up until the final 
laps - until Yanagawa mistimed his run 
to the flag.

The Yamaha boys were lackluster at

As it was he had to settle 
for a new unofficial best time of 2:00.280 - even faster than he could 


manage in regular qualifying. 


"The bike has just been right for here from the first session," Slight 
said. "The time I put in in Superpole was the second best I had put in 
all weekend. We're getting towards the end of thé championship and I 
hadn't had a pole or a win yet so I'm glad to get this - it's just a shame 
that it’s come to me this late in the series." 

Second quickest was Troy Corser, animatedly controlling a not 
always perfectly behaved Ducati for most of the weekend, just like Carl 
Fogarty. 

“We've been having a real struggle here with the bike shaking its 
head on the fast corners and wobbling from the rear end on the 
exits of the chicanes," Corser said. "I tried a different rear shock and 
front race tire, not a qualifier, that had worked okay for Carl and 
the bike felt a lot better. Anyone can do three to four fast laps, but 
it'll be a real test to see who can do consistently good times. There's

from Slight, ended Superpole in third position with only the speed from 
him and his 996 Ducati to thank this time.

"The engine 
lost about 20 kmph (12 mph) before it 
failed. I think 13th was the best we can 
do and the main problem here again is 
that I need to test. We used a lot of time 
getting the bike to behave itself in train- 
ing, and that is time we lose in qualify- 
ing."

With Slight so dominant in Super- 
pole, it was only fitting that he should 
cross the line .3 of a second in front at 
the end of the first lap, but the holeshot 
itself went to the rapid-starting Yana- 
gawa. 


With four riders abreast going into: 


the entrance of the first chicane, the Jim 
Clark Curve, the plans had been laid for 
a real battle of attrition, with the race 
order Yanagawa, Fogarty, Chili, Corser, 
Edwards, Lavilla and Meklau. The first 
of the movers to the front was Fogarty, 
although he was quickly deposed by 
Corser as he wicked up his Ducati in 
what looked like it may become a two- 
man Ducati battle at the front. 

Thankfully, it wasn't, as Slight, mov- 
ing backward and forward through the 
leading bunch seemingly at every cor- 
ner, joined the Italian bikes and one Ital- 
ian rider - Chili - as they headed up a 
five-man group at the end of the first 
two laps. Edwards, meanwhile, played 
tail-end Charlie for virtually the rest of 
the race. 

Behind the leaders came the rapidly 
fading Yanagawa, who came under the 
attack of Andy Meklau's rapid Ducati 
with a 3.1-second gap having opened 
between the leaders and the rest at the 


four-lap stage of a scheduled 14-lap 


race. 

At that point, Chili, desperate for a 
dry race win to add to his wet A-1 Ring 
success, started to make a strong chal- 
lenge to lead, attacking Fogarty and new 
leader Corser for two solid laps before 
finally passing Fogarty into the Moto- 
drom. 

Fogarty, wanting to win to keep his 
championship, but not willing to go for 


‘just a safe finish, hit the front on lap five 


and made sure he was in the lead on 
each consecutive lap. But he couldn't 
shake off any of his pursuers as the race 
"settled" into a game of high-speed 
chess - with every rider having a go at 
slipstreaming the man in front, with no 
one able to gain any significant advan- 
tage. 

Only on lap six did any kind of sig- 
nificant gap develop between the top 
riders, with Corser and Fogarty gaining 
7 of a second on the chasing trio at just 
under half distance. 

By lap seven Meklau's strong show- 
ing in his battle with Yanagawa and 
Haga was over, with the same problem 
of rear sprocket stripping that he experi- 
enced at Monza coming back to haunt 
him. 

One lap later it was Chili's turn to 
exit, with a spectacular engine blow up 
on the straight approaching the Senna 
chicane, but not before he had gone to 
second once more as the pack bunched 
up again thanks to the slipstreaming 
adventures of them all. 

With Slight tailing Fogarty closely, 
and Corser slipping back a very little, it 
was still anyone's race - until Corser's 
tire, with a big strip ripped out of the 
middle, became the latest casualty of 
Hockenheim's heat and the riders' sheer 
speed on lap 10. Also suffering in the 
heat was Edwards, back into the grip of 
Yanagawa, as his Honda slowed and 
Yanagawa saw his chance. 

Fogarty, still in the lead and looking 
determined coming into the final lap, 
had only Slight - and a World Champi- 
onship win - to worry about. He had 
every right to worry as Slight passed 
him at the entrance to Senna Curve, 
holding him off for a popular win as

Fogarty wheelied over the line in cele- 
bration of his title win. 
Slight's glee was short-lived, as the 


. timing screens changed from the results 


on the 14th and last lap to those from 
the 13th and new last lap. 

The Goddard /Jerman crash - started 
when Goddard's destroyed tire caused 
him to tankslap and slow a tad, thus 
being struck by Jerman at 180 mph - 
occurred on the last lap of the race. 
Although Goddard didn't crash, he dis- 
located his shoulder during the 
tankslap, with the unfortunate Jerman 
more seriously injured and left lying on 
the side of the track. Thus the red flags 
came out - but apparently not for Fogar- 
ty or Slight. 

Thus Slight was stripped of his victo- 
ry, a decision his team immediately 
protested and ultimately lost. The big 
picture was unaltered, but for Slight, his 
incredibly unlucky season just contin- 
ues. With the riders at the back of the

circuit having seen the red flags, and 
subsequently pulled in, a result after 14 


laps would have meant they would 


have only completed 13 before being 
pulled off the track - which would have 
been an equally unfair ending for them. 
A definite flag on the last corners for «the 
leaders, plus one at the start-finish 
would have been a correct decision, but 
sadly, someone had to lose out from 
someone's oversight, and that person 
was Slight. 

The point scorers, from first to last, 
deserved their spoils, with Guareschi, 
Malatesta (stand-in for Doriano Rom- 
boni again), Alessandro Gramigni, Ulm, 
Lucio Pedercini and Frederic Protat tak- 
ing the last points of the first race.

A classic in every sense of the word, 
race two was also clouded with contro- 
versy after the tire companies had 
redoubled their request to the organiz- 
ers to shorten the race to 12 laps to help 
prevent another first-race repetition for 
the likes of Goddard, Jerman and Corser 
- but it was not to be. 

Corser was to suffer the slings of out- 
rageous vulcanization fortune to a 
somewhat lesser degree than race one, 
but still enough to drop him to seventh 
behind the privateer Ducati of Meklau. 

A double shame for Corser as he con- 
vincingly led the race for a couple of 
laps, with his old mate and new champi- 
on Fogarty, and Meklau, Chili, Yana- 
gawa and Slight right on his tail. 

In what was to become a five-rider 
battle of wills, rev-limiters and sheer 
guts, it appeared that no one would be 
able to run away from the rest early on, 
although everyone had a go at leading 
with varying degrees of longevity - usu- 
ally measured in how long it took to get 
to the next corner. 

The three Ducatis at the front lasted 
for two whole laps, before Slight, on a 
mission after his disappointment of race 
one, started to plough his way forward, 
dragging Edwards, awoken from his 
slumber temporarily, up to the front of 
the train. 

By lap four, Meklau was struggling 
just a little to keep up with the caravan 
of speed and he slowly inched his way 
backward, without any repeat of his 
bike problems in race one. 

Only six seconds down at the flag, 
Meklau may as well have been on a dif- 


Briefly... 


Andy Meklau astonished everyone but himself with second in regular 
qualifying, finishing behind Aaron Slight's Honda RC45. Literally behind, 
as it turns out, because Meklau's best lap came courtesy of the slip- 
stream from Slight's machine on the very last flying lap before time ran 
out on the. session. Slight seemed as pleased as Meklau and turned to 
him for a bout of high-speed handshaking, proving that all the top riders 
know they need even a partial tow to get the absolutely best lap times at 
Hockenheim. 


Honda officially announced for the first time that they. will indeed run 
their much-awaited V-twin instead of a V-four RC45 replacement in their 
works World Superbike team next season. Designated the VTR-SP1, the 
999cc machine will also be available for privateers. Sugo, therefore, will 
be the last outing for the RC45 in official World Superbike guise. Still 
homologated for another year, the RC45 will be available to privateers 
and may also form the basis of any World Endurance campaign, but the 
twin ends the speculation that Honda, at a philosophical level, would not 
build a twin for World Superbike, but would stick with their V-four concept 
in some form. The VTR-SP1, tested extensively by Tadayuki Okada at 
Suzuka, is said to be Highly competitive already and Colin Edwards, asked 
how good it was, finally spilled the beans. on the new bike's performance. 
"It's gonna raise a lot of eyebrows,” he said. "It's gonna beat every- 
thing." Honda was less forthcoming with information on who will be riding 
it next year or whether they will still be in Castrol colors. 


Arguably the qualifying performance of the year came from German priva- 
teer Juergen Oelschlaeger, who took Brian Morrison s place (the 
Scotsman being on Bol d'Or duties in France) in the Alpha Tecknic team. 
Normally a Supersport 600cc rider in the Suzuki end.of the curiously split 
SUZI/Yam pit garage, Oelschlaeger took Morrison's Yamaha R7 into the 
top 16 of final qualifying in his first-ever Superbike race. Sadly for the 
local hero, his engine blew up on the warm-up lap for Superpole, automat- 
ically demoting him from 15th to 16th on the grid, and robbing him (апа 
his sponsors) of their two minutes of fame around his home circuit. A 
feverish spate of work was undertaken to attempt to get the bike ready 
for the first race. 


Speed is needed to do well at Hockenheim, and lots of it. As many rid- 
ers found out, however, there were as many gains to be made from the 
stadium (Motordrom) section as there were out on the fast sweeps into 
the countryside, making suspension and geometry setup a real 
headache. The single most important aspect of how the track affected 
practice and race performances came from the massively high tempera- 
tures which hung on the German circuit like an oppressive fog. Just like 
Assen the week before, the hot track temperatures added yet another 
unexpected roll of the dice into the game of tire selection. All this uncer- 
tainty meant the usual solution for most of the top teams - send the rid- 
ers out to try dozens of sets, to prove that what they thought might 
work, would work. “We just kept throwing tire after tire at the bike during 


qualifying." was Colin Edwards' summation of the tactics of tire selec- 
tion, and Michelin even brought forth double and triple compound tires, 
as quoted by Fiorenzo Finali in the official Yamaha press release. "We 
are experimenting with tri-compound tires at the moment because it is 
important to have a hard center band at high speeds, but it takes time 
because we have to find the right combination for left and right sides as 
well." Michelin is no stranger to making tires with a hard center section 
for tracks like the North West 200 road race in.Northern Ireland, but Carl 
Fogarty's summation of its performance at Hockenheim was "it's just 
another one which doesn't work." A Michelin spokesman confirmed that 
most of the top runners preferred the.dual-compound tires, especially as 
there is only one significant left-hand corner, the Sachs Curve, on the 
entire 4.03-mile circuit. 


Dunlop was also mob-handed with special tires, in anticipation of the 
heat and high speed. “We're not using dual-or triple-compound tires 
here," said a team spokesman, "because we don't need to, but there 
isn't a single Dunlop Superbike runner. who isn't running special tires of 
some kind to handle the heat build up. The tires don't get а chance to get 
cold, only hot and very hot, so there's no point in using dual-compound 
tires." 


Hockenheim, just like Monza earlier in the season, saw the return of an 
under-utilized rider skill - slipstreaming. Hordes of riders, from the 
lowliest Supersport teamster up to works Superbike men could be seen 
spending more time looking over their shoulders than looking straight 
ahead, just waiting for a likely windbreak to come along. "It's the only way 
anyone can make a good time here," said Peter Goddard, a man who 
needed a tow to keep his reasonably-fast Aprilia moving at a competitive 
rate, as he suffered from a lack of acceleration. Of the opposite view was 
Carl Fogarty, who claimed to have set all his best times while dancing 
solo. "All my times have been on race tires until Superpole.. so l'm happy 
enough with that. " 

Noriyuki Haga's dislike for any circuit that shows up the top-speed 
deficiency of his Yamaha R7 was summed up by one single pre-race quip. 
Asked the question of what he thought of Hockenheim he replied, “| think 
it is two long straights..." His Superpole time of 2:01.675 and eighth posi- 
tion was a big improvement on his timed sessions. 


Troy Corser, so often the king of practice in the past, explained that he 
was having some particular problems with Hockenheim, having missed 
the last race at the German speedbowl when he was off on his ill-fated 
Grand Prix adventure. “1 felt like I'm kind of two practice sessions behind 
everyone else." Corser said. 


An unsavory accident involving a friend of Michaela Fogarty's saw 
her collide with a line-painting machine while doing a lap of the circuit on 
a pit scooter on Thursday. She suffered a compound fracture of her leg 
as she. clipped the spraying arm of the machine. This, the latest of a few 
scooter incidents this year, has spured the real possibility of new limits 
on the numbers of scooters each team may bring to the races next sea- 
Son. 
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ferent planet as far as the rest of the 
world was concerned. Slight finally hit 
the lead on lap eight, soon followed by 
Edwards as Corser's tires made a charge 
for the back and Fogarty eased the pace 
to preserve his own rubber. 

"Easing the pace" were the operative 
words as all the top riders, mindful of 
the first-race rubber problems, raced in 
the 2:01s or 2:02s to preserve tire life 
(and potentially one another's) as the 
continual leapfrogging and slipstream- 
ing continued apace. 

Chili, cruelly robbed in race one, 
found his inspiration to lead on lap 10, 
with a suddenly speeded-up Yanagawa 
proving to the world that indeed Dun- 
lop has made progress this year. Two 
Dunlop bikes still in the hunt in these 
temperatures and at this pace would

By lap 11, with three to go, Corser 
was long gone, and Meklau just a near- 
distant memory, allowing the last of the 
street-fighting men to sort out their dif- 
ferences in the relative peace of a five- 
man formation. Slight was first down 





favorite overtaking spot. But it was 
Chili, the man who felt destined by the 
hand of God to win, who stuck it inside 
all of them on the entrance to the Moto- 
drom, blocking and accelerating all at 
once to be the first into the Sachs Curve. 
He was first out and, barring a disaster, 
first across the line.

It took all of 10 minutes of the first (delayed) unofficial qualifying session 
at Hockenheim for the first 300 kmph lap (186 mph) to be put in, cour- 
tesy of the man who would almost make the timesheets his own over the 
race weekend - Aaron Slight. 


It seemed like both Colin Edwards and Troy Corser had almost conceded 
their title hopes at Hockenheim with their comments during practice. “| 
don't really care whether | finish second or third (in the championship), " 
Edwards said. "For me, winning is everything. Sure I'd like to win more 
races before the season's out. | came into the year wanting to win 10 
races and for sure seven or eight sounds a lot better than five." Corser, 
on the other hand, seemed determined that if he couldn't Have the title, 
then second would have to do. "Second is better than third, and realisti- 
cally, Carl has got such a points advantage that he really just has to finish 
races. 


When asked about what will happen in the future, Troy Corser was as 
blunt and evasive as the rest of his as-yet nomadically unsigned peer 
group: “I’m gonna get older..." 


Pier-Francesco Chili, buoyed by his A-1 Ring victory even after a 
whole three weeks, differed from his colleagues in at least indicating 
which team he would prefer to ride for in 2000. "I said to Francis Batta 
(Alstare Suzuki team owner and managen that | was sad to come to his 
team at the age of 35. Better if | was a much younger rider because this is 
the best team in this paddock. We have not agreed a deal for next year, 
but it is very close." 


Akira Yanagawa, still not fully functioning after his A-Ring concussion, 
was experiencing problems negotiating left-hand corners, of which there 
are remarkably few at Hockenheim, "It's like sea sickness." said the 
plucky Japanese rider, although many felt that rest would be a better 
treatment for his condition than riding, especially as he suffered another 
big crash in final qualifying. He also reported seeing what he thought was 
a snake on the track only to find out later it was boundary tape, blowing 
across the grass. 


lain MacPherson became the only rider in the World Supersport 
Championship to take three wins in 1999 with a masterful display of 
controlled and tactical riding on his Eckl Kawasaki, timing his run to the 
Hag to perfection. A typically close contest, the Hockenheim race 
offered more changes of lead and aggressive tactics from all the top rid- 
ers than even the Monza race earlier in the season, proving once more 
that fast tracks always deliver exciting, close races. Yamaha's Ruben 
Xaus ended up second with Stephane Chambon taking third. 
Chambon was crowned World Champion before even turning a wheel 
win in Germany because the only man capable of catching him in the

Piergiorgio Bontempi, the only man who could have overtaken 
Stephane Chambon at Hockenheim to take the 1999 World Supersport 
title, was missing from the final round of the championship due to the 
injuries he sustained at Assen last weekend. His team manager, Giulio 
"Piergiorgio is obviously very disappointed not 
to be able to race, but right now he's undergoing treatment for his double- 
arm fracture and dislocated shoulder. His fractures are not complicated 
but they had to be realigned and he now has a cast on up to his armpit to 
help the healing." Bontempi's misfortune means that the Belgarda team 
has just missed out on the Supersport crown three years in a row, twice 
with Superbike rookie Vitoriano Guareschi. 


Larry Pegram, who was still riding a Ducati Performance 748, qualified 
18th after only one timed session. Pegram managed only two laps in the 
race. “1 feel like I'm on a track back home because of all the bumps, 
although there's nothing quite like the fast sections though the trees back 
home," Pegram said. “I've enjoyed my time in Europe, but I'm getting real 
homesick now so l'm looking forward to getting back to the States.” 


Steve Webster and David James had a close-fought victory in the 
deciding race of the Sidecar World Сир, but not with main championship 
rivals Klaffenbock and Hanni. Instead it was Steve Abbott who tailed him 
all the way around Hockenheim's rapid geography, finishing second - only 
.375 of a second behind. Webster was delighted with his win and knew he 
had to work for the win. "It was terribly hot out there and really hard to 
find drive. We chose hard tires and we had no problems with them. " 
Webster's sixth win of the season gives him 190 points to Klaffenbock's 
two wins and 179 points. 


Kawasaki announced that Andrew Pitt, the current Australian Super- 
sport Championship leader, will be the much-anticipated backup rider for 
team Eckl in 2000. lain MacPherson, second-place finisher in the World 
Supersport Championship, will be retained alongside the 23-year-old Aus- 
tralian import. a product of Kawasaki Australia. 


Behind Corser came Lavilla, Haga, 
and Fujiwara inside the top 10, with

t would seem to have been the perfect 

scenario for the AMA’s premier dirt 

track series: a beautiful new facility, a 
packed house, and a cushion-style mile 
race track that was expected to deliver 
plenty of thrills. Instead, the Dallas Mile 
at Lone Star Park, round 16 of the 19- 
race series, will likely go down in histo- 
ry as another footnote in a millennium- 
ending Grand National dirt track tour 
that has been plagued by bizarre weath- 
er, injury and tragedy. 

For the record, Harley-Davidson of 
Missouri / Dave Burks Motorsports / Carl 
Patrick Racing’s Joe Kopp earned the 
first 750сс Grand National victory of his 
career before 15,117 race fans in a main 
event that was shortened from 25 laps to 
18 laps, and then called official after just 
10 laps when Toby Jorgensen crashed 
through the outer guardrail on the back 
straightaway. 

The 17-year-old Jorgensen from 
Modesto, California, was running near 
the back of the 18-rider field and 
attempting a pass on Bartels Harley- 
Davidson’s Shaun Russell when the 
accident occurred. The impact complete- 
ly tore away some 40 feet of the metal 
guardrail that is supposed to protect 
horses by shunting them onto the racing 
surface during the thoroughbred races 
for which the track was designed. 
Although he was conscious immediately 


after the crash, Jorgensen was rushed by 
ambulance to Parkland Memorial Hos- 
pital in Dallas, where he was diagnosed 
with lacerations and trauma to several 
internal organs as well as a crushed 
pelvis, multiple fractures and other 
injuries. Jorgensen underwent three life- 
saving surgical procedures between the 
time that he was admitted and 5 p.m. 
Sunday evening, and was reportedly 
clinging to life while on a respirator in 
the intensive care unit at Parkland 
Memorial. As of Monday morning, he 
was still listed as critical. 

In light of the accident, and after 
determining that the fence could not be 
sufficiently repaired to provide safe rac- 
ing, AMA officials called the race com- 
plete, and Kopp, who had led the main 
event since the start, was awarded the 
win. 

It isn't like he might not have won 
otherwise, as the 30-year-old from 
Mica, Washington, seemed to have lit- 
tle trouble finding a good place to run 
in the pocked-up corners and slithery 
straights. After getting a fantastic drive 














off the line, he simply ran roost-free at 
the head of the pack, stretching his 
lead out to about 20 lengths over the 
course of the first five laps, and then 
maintaining that same advantage over 
runner-up Scott Parker and his factory 
Harley-Davidson until the red flag was 
flown. 

“I knew the start was going to be real 
important on this type of race track," 
Kopp said. "I was lucky enough to get 
the holeshot. I pretty much rode with 
my head off for the first four or five 
laps. Then I looked back and seen that 1 
had a little bit of a lead on Scotty. Then 
the bottom started going away on me а 
little bit, and I thought, ‘Okay, I need to 
start moving up top where it's 
smoother.” 

“Then that crash happened back 
there,” Kopp continued, unaware of Jor- 
gensen’s condition. “I’m glad that Toby 
made it through that, and hopefully he’s 
all fine. It’s a pretty fast track, and it’s 
pretty hard riding. And with the 
guardrail back there like that... We don’t 
want to kill anybody out here. We’ve 
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had some accidents this year, and we're 
in this sport for the long time." 

The Harley-Davidson / HOG / Fick 
Excavating-sponsored Parker, who fin- 
ished second, felt that he would have 
had Kopp handled if the race had pro- 
gressed. 

“1 thought I was rolling on him,” 
Parker said. “He sprayed me down on 
the first lap, but as the track started get- 
ting gnarlier, I could see him struggling 
where he was running, and I was start- 
ing to find better lines.” 

Like most riders in attendance, Park- 
er was very critical of the track’s condi- 
tion. 

“We should never be in this posi- 
tion,” the nine-time and defending 
AMA Grand National Champion said. 
“This is motorcycle racing not at its best. 
It is a beautiful facility, but we don’t 
need to be sending people to the hospi- 
tal. This is what happens when you're at 
this type of track. The funny thing is 
that Chris (Carr) called it earlier when 
he said, ‘Look at what we've got down 
the back straightaway. We've got a

bunch of poles sitting there.’ You come 
off the corner and the bike is bucking 
around or you get a blackout (from the 
roost)... I don't think that we need to be 
at this type of race track. The fans were 
great, and we gave 'em a shitty show. 
Actually, we didn't give 'em a shitty 
show, the AMA gave 'em a shitty show. 
If this is going to be motocross racing, 
then I guess we need to change our 
motorcycles." 

Geo Roeder II was also very much in 
contention for the win aboard his KK 
Motorcycle Supply /Schaeffer's Harley- 
Davidson/Las Vegas Harley-Davidson- 
backed entry. He had found the racing 
surface to his liking, and there was no 
question that he was moving forward 
when the red flag came out, spoiling a 
drive that was getting him within strik- 
ing distance of Parker. 

“I wanted to run, but it wasn't safe 
out there with the fence being down," 
Roeder said. "I got a great start - I 
wheelied - I don't know why. Once I got 
going, I wanted to go 25 laps. I was 
thinking that I could win this thing. 





Then the red flag came out, and it was 
just a bad situation for everyody. I grew 
up in this stuff, where you can’t see 
-because of the spray, the whole shot. I 
have experience in this stuff, and I know 
how to ride in it. I could have run 25 
laps, but with the fence being down, it 
wasn't safe. At Sedalia, I said that if I 
could finish third at the rest of these 
races, then Га be happy. Now I got 
third, and I’m not." 

For the Springfield Armory /Walters 
Brothers Harley-Davidson-backed Stan- 
ley, the stoppage marked the second 
week in a row that he'd had a potential 
podium finish taken away from him by 
unforseen circumstances. Stanley was 
clearly one of the fastest riders on the 
track, but the red flag relegated him to 
fourth place. 

"I'll take this one," Stanley said. "I 
probably could have been on the podi- 
um tonight, but I'm walking, so I'm 
happy. Joe won it, and I was all over 
him in the heat race. I might not have 
been able to catch him, but I was going 
to give it my damndest. I think we're on 
a roll. We're finally starting to think and 
get this thing figured out." 

King was running fifth when the race 
was stopped, and he appeared as though 
he might have done better with more 
laps, but the Corbin Racing/H-D Cycle 
Center of Waterloo/SuperTrapp-backed 
Iowan still finished ahead of Carr. It 
gained him a few more championship 
points on the series points leader, 
although Carr still has a big advantage. 
He leads King, 272-227, in a title race that 
is all but assured to come down between 
the two. Parker is third, with 175. 

“1 was kind of in a tight spot out 
there," King said. "I need to run races to 
have any chance of moving up in the 
points, but we obviously didn't have any 
kind of race track to run on. It sucked. 
How can you race on something like this? 
You can't. I mean, you need to race and 
you want to race, but you have to have a 
race track to race on. We were going for- 
ward, but I didn't feel safe. I was just run- 
ning around the bottom, while everybody 
else got roosted. When they got roosted, 
I'd pass ‘em. This wasn't a mile. This was 
a hare scrambles." 

Bartels Harley-Davidson's Jay 
Springsteen, Harley-Davidson of Sacra- 
mento/ Phoenix Racing’s Chris Carr, 
USC Racing/Lancaster Harley-David- 
son’s Bryan Bigelow and TCR’s Nicky 
Hayden were running in positions six 
through 10 at the time of the red flag. 
Stylemaster Custom Motorcycles’ Steve 
Beattie was 11th, with Rogers Lake Rac- 
ing’s Gary Rogers 12th and Harley- 
Davidson of Dallas/DPC Racing’s 
Willie McCoy upholding Texas pride in 
13th. Saddlmen Racing/Lancaster 
Harley-Davidson/Dodge Brothers' 
Kevin Varnes was 14th - one lap down - 
as were Bartels' Harley-Davidson's 
Shaun Russell in 15th. Jorgensen was 
credited with 16th, ahead of Lynch Rac- 
ing's Paul Lynch and non-starter Mike 
Hacker on the 1-800-FASTHOG/ 
Moroney’s Harley-Davidson. 


HEATS 


After only a few practice sessions, it 
was obvious that the soft, sandy nature 
of the Lone Star Park racing surface was 
going to present problems for the racers 
in attendance. In the interest of running 
as few races as possible before the 
Grand National main event, the AMA 
once again modified the race program 
so that the 750cc program could be run 
in its entirety before the support-class 
Harley-Davidson Sporster and Super- 
Trapp SuperTracker programs were 
allowed to take to the track. The Dallas 
Mile hosted only 28 750cc entries, so 











scratch heats were eliminated, and the 
heat races were lined up with seven rid- 
ers across the front row in each of the 
10-lappers. In an effort to help the situa- 
tion, the track was groomed after each 
event, but getting the holeshot would be 
important, as the solid roost from a 
competitor's rear tire was practically 
sufficient enough to knock any hapless 
pursuer from his mount. 

Parker and Bigelow, the former 
National number 11 and the current 
National number 11, led the first heat 
race off the line, with Beattie, Hacker 
and Russell giving chase. Beattie shot by 
Bigelow down the back straight to take 
the second spot. Parker, meanwhile, 
immediately began gapping the rest of 
the field aboard his Bill Werner-tuned 
factory bike, and he had an easy 20 bike 
lengths on Beattie by lap six. Beattie, 
meanwhile, had his hands full with the 
charging Bigelow, who was managing to 
get solid drives around the outside of the 
Canadian in turns one and two, only to 
slip back again. Bigelow tried one more 
time on lap nine, but Beattie managed to 
overpower him on the straightaway to 
secure second, while Bigelow finished 
third for a direct transfer as well. Parker 
cruised to the win, but he, like most 
other riders, was quick to voice his con- 
cerns about the track conditions. 

"The major deal is the holeshot," 
Parker said. "I'm making my plans 
already for what Гуе got to do. It's a lit- 


tle rough out there, and it definitely gets 


worse as you go on. Hopefully, they'll 


cut it (the main event) down to 20 laps, - 


or 18, or something like that. It's defi- 
nitely going to be gnarly after 20 or 25 
laps. It's a great facility and a great 
crowd, you know? We've got to come 
up with something that'll hold that dirt 
together so we can be put on a motorcy- 
cle race here. It's far from that now." 

Davis, F&S Harley-Davidson / KK 
Motorcycle Supply /Shepherd & Dra- 
goo's Steve Morehead and Springsteen 
battled off the line in heat two, with 
Morehead sweeping around the outside 
of the pair to take the lead off of turn 
two. Morehead then appeared to be in 
good shape, holding a two-length lead 
over Davis and then Springsteen, while 
McCoy fought with Lynch Racing's Paul 
Lynch for the fourth spot. Springsteen 
then cut under both Davis and More- 
head and ran around the low post off 
turns three and four to take the lead 
before the start of the third lap. Davis 
remained in second, while Morehead 
fell into the clutches of the advancing 
McCoy and then pulled off the track, 
retiring for the rest of the evening (see 
Briefly...). Springsteen went on to take 
the win over Davis and McCoy. 

"It's rough and deep, and it's hard to 
ride," Springsteen said of the track. 
"This is the kind of track that all of the 
guys from Michigan grew up on. We're 
going to try and change the gear so that 
we can get a little more power off the 
corner because it is so deep that it's bog- 
ging the engine down. I can't see us 


going 25 laps. They should cut it (the

main) down. Hey, it's beautiful here, 
and they've got a great crowd and 
everything, but it's hard to race on. The 
spray is so deadly that it blows your feet 
off the pegs and the lights go out." 
Kopp and Stanley renewed their 
career-long rivalry in heat three. Kopp 
got a good bite off the line and took the 
lead, while Stanley ran second and 


searched high and low for a line that ` 


would take him past his fellow Wash- 
ingtonian. As the two pulled away from 
the field, King slipped past Varnes 
down the back straight. Varnes tried to 
retaliate, but was nearly bucked off his 
Johnny Goad-built XR in turn four, and 
he quickly dropped back. Meanwhile, 
Stanley began getting good runs on 
Kopp by swinging up high in turns one 
and two, and he finally got a shot at 
Kopp as the pair roared through three 
and four for the last time. Stanley ran it 
in high and passed Kopp, lost ground 
and then tried to square it off under- 
neath and pass up the inside as they 
came up the straightaway. Kopp won 
the drag race to the line, with Stanley 
second and King a distant third. 

"| looked back with a few laps to go, 
and I could see that he was making up 
ground on me," Kopp said. "I figured he 
was going up high coming into turn 
three on the last lap. He came in high on 
the outside of me. It just made me grab 
another handful and hope that I would 
have the drive to beat him back to the 
finish line." | 

Like the others, Kopp was hoping for 
a shortened main event. 

"] wouldn't mind it,” he said. "I got 
the holeshot, so that helped me out a lot, 
but I know that it's hard seeing back 
there. I wouldn't mind a 15- or 20-lap 
race." 

Roeder got the holeshot in the final 
heat race, only to have Carr pull the trig- 
ger and blast by him down the back 
straight to lead the first lap. The Ohio 
cushion specialist immediately found 
the track to his liking, however, and he 
was quickly back in the lead, where he 
would stay to the finish, using a low line 
through all four corners. А game Carr 
never gave up looking for a better way 
to hop through the holes, but ultimately 
finished second. Hayden ran third on 
his Tom Cummings-tuned Harley for 
the entire distance. 

“I followed him (Carr) down the 
front straightaway, and then I got him in 
one and two," Roeder said. "I'm working 
real good down in one and two. Three 
and four? I could improve on them a lit- 
tle bit. They're like two different turns, 
really. But I felt comfortable cutting 10 
laps out there. Hopefully, I'll be able to 
feel comfortable cutting 25 of 'em." 

When told that the other riders want- 
ed to see the main event shortened, 
Roeder balked. “I want to go 25 (laps)," 
he said. "I'm real comfortable going 
through the bumps, and I can do 25 laps 
no problem. The longer the better with 
me. Besides, they advertised it as 25 
laps, so they've got to run it 25 laps, 
don't they?" 





SEMIS 


With 12 of the 26 riders already qual- 
ified, the AMA once again cut laps on 
the race track by running only two 
eight-lap semis. Three riders would 
transfer from each semi to fill in the 18- 
rider main-event lineup. 

The kids came out to play in the sand 
during the first semi, as Lynch, Hacker 
and Russell put on a ferocious battle 
that quickly carried all three well away 
from any other would-be contenders. 
Hacker ran Lynch down and passed 
him on lap three, then easily pulled 
away, looking as though he was a cush- 
ion specialist himself. Hacker went on to 
win, with Russell just getting around 
Lynch off turn four and winning the 
race to the line for second, though it 
didn't really matter, as both would start 
from the third row in the main. 

Rogers looked sharp in the second 
semi, as he led it from flag to flag, safely 
cushioning himself from any potential 
advances by Varnes and Texas rider 
Greg Teague, who was coming under 
fire from a swift-moving Jorgensen as 
the laps ticked off. The way it turned 
out, Jorgensen did not need to pass 
Teague for the third spot, as Teague's 
machine suffered mechanical ills. Jor- 
gensen rode steadily the last few laps to 
join Varnes and Rogers in the main 
event. It marked Jorgensens' first-ever 
750cc Grand National main-event 
appearance, coming just one week after 
his first-ever 750cc ride at the Spring- 
field Mile.

Once again, the AMA decided to take 
more laps away from the track, which 
was rutting badly despite the best 


efforts of the track crew to regroom it 


after each race. The main event was 
shortened to just 18 laps. 

Hacker was out of the main before it 
even started, as his Mike Wheeler-tuned 
XR chose a rather inopportune time to 
grenade a transmission - just as he 
pulled into the pits after winning his 
semi. Hacker was credited with 18th. 

"It broke the transmission, and it 
busted the cases," Hacker said. "I wish I 
could have found a bike, but we ran out 
of time. We ran out of bikes ourselves 
because we broke one earlier in the day, 
too. But everything happens for a rea- 
son. I came out of here walking okay, so 
everything's good." 

On the start, Kopp bolted off the sec- 
ond spot from the inside of the front 
row and headed for the guardrail, with 
Parker and Springsteen on his heels, 
while Stanley and a wheelying Roeder 
headed wide around the outside. 
Kopp's plan appeared to be the best one, 
as he emerged on the back straightaway 
with the lead, followed by Parker, 
Springsteen and King, all of whom had 
taken the low road. Davis and Carr were 
fifth and sixth at that point, and both 
were looking for better places to run. 

Lynch was the first to drop out of the 
fray, his seat appearing to be rubbing his 
rear tire as he wallowed past the flag 
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stand at the start of lap four. Meanwhile, 
Kopp was setting sail for the victory 
podium, while Stanley, Roeder, Spring- 
steen and King spaced out about eight or 
10 lengths apart. Roeder was the first 
one to come forward, and he traded the 
third position with Stanley for a couple 
of bends before taking third for good 
when he crossed in front of Stanley and 
nearly roosted him off his motorcycle. 

King was running fifth, with Spring- 
steen and Carr running sixth and sev- 
enth, the latter two just getting set to 
mix it up big time as they crossed the 
stripe to start lap nine. 

Then Jorgensen went through the 
guardrail while attempting to overtake 
Russell. His Saddlemen Racing /Lan- 
caster Harley-Davidson/Dodge Broth- 
ers teammate, Varnes, was behind the 
pair and witnessed the incident. 

"It looked like Russell broke coming 
off of two,” Varnes said. "Toby was 
behind him, passed him, and then went 
to swerve back in front of him to get to 
the outside of the straightaway. And it 
looked like the sand just took him, and 
he took a 90-degree turn right into the 
fence. He drilled it hard and just... 
stopped. I seen all this stuff flying, and 1 
pulled down to the inside of the 
straightaway, and then I hauled ass 
back to turn four to get them to red flag 
it because I knew that the leaders would 
be coming around there." 

After stopping to alert race officials 
of the crash, Varnes didn't even bother 
to cross the start/finish line on the red 
flag, and it cost him, as he was scored 
one lap down and credited with 14th. 
He didn't seem to mind. 

"No big deal,” Varnes said. “Third- 
row start, what the hell you gonna do 
with that?" 

Local boy McCoy was disappointed, 
however, as he was running 13th and 
working his way forward when the race 
was halted. 

"Every time I tried to move forward, 
I couldn't see, so I was just trying to ride 
as safely as I could," McCoy said. "I'd 
catch someone, and then when Га try 
hard to pass them, I'd just get blasted. 
I'm disappointed because there was a 
good turnout here, a lot of friends and 
family and sponsors. But I don't think 
that we'll be back. They're building a 
new clay half mile out at Texas Motor 
Speedway, so maybe we'll get to race 
there next time." 

For the 12th-placed Rogers, who had 
been part of the melee that took place at 
the Du Quoin Mile, making the main 
was just cause for celebration, even 
though he didn't get in too many laps. 
The finish was the best of his career. 

“I think that they made the best 
choice for everybody (by stopping it)," 
Rogers said. "It's too bad that somebody 
had to get hurt for them to make the 
call, but we made it, and I was happy 
just to be in the show." 

Rogers also commented on the con- 
tention that if nobody had been hurt, 
then the fervor over the track conditions 
would not have been as great. 

“I think that you try to put it (the 
track) out of your mind, but when you 
see that something like that happens, 
then you think, ‘That could have been 
me,' and it makes you think twice about 
wanting to go back out there again." 

As it turned out, nobody would have 
to. Although Parker later admitted that 
he was done for the night anyway, 
AMA officials called the race complete 
after it was determined that nine laps - 
exactly half the 18-lap distance - were 
completed. The decision was just fine 
with the 11th-placed Beattie. 

"I'm getting too old for this crap,” 
the Canadian said. "I just decided to roll

off and make it to the next race. I’m here 
by myself, and I don't want to jeopar- 
dize anybody by having them take my 
stuff home if I don't make it through, 
so... nah. I'm just disappointed with 
how we were misled about coming to 
this place. We were told that this was a 
clay-based track, and there wasn't an 
ore of clay to be found anywhere. 
So... .. disappointed with the AMA... all 
6 I'm upset about how they do 
things. Something has got to change. 
The crowd was great.” 

Hayden was running a lonely 10th at 
the flag. 

“It's unfortunate what happened to 
Toby,” Hayden said. “I was just running 
around in the back. Once you got blast- 
ed down, it was hard to pass in the 
roost, but my biggest thing was that my 
mind is on next week more than this 
week. I just wanted to be safe and go to 
Colorado (for the MBNA Superbike 
final).” 

For Davis, who wound up ninth, the 
stoppage could not come soon enough. 

“If we hadn’t unloaded the truck, 1 
would have liked it even better, but 








whatever,” Davis said. “Today was just 


not the day to pull a stunt like that. I'm . 


glad that we got the laps that we did to 
give the spectators something, but we 
should have known better than to come 
here without testing. We were supposed 
to test back in November or December. 
You don’t get these people to show up 
and pay their money and fill the grand- 
stands and then you can't fulfill it (the 
main). It's-our fault, so that's why we 
went out and tried to race. But once it 
got so bad that you take one to the hos- 
pital, that’s when it’s time to... hopefully 
they got their money’s worth. I’m not 
going to point fingers at anybody 
because it’s my fault for not getting hold 
of Bruce Bober and saying, ‘Look, unless 
we do a test, you might as well take it 
off the schedule.’ It’s his fault, but it’s 
our fault for letting him do it. I just hate 
that somebody had to get hurt before 
we stopped. That's the sad part." CN

Shaun Russell was very nearly in the wrong place in the wrong time for 
the second time this season, as he had somewhat of a view of the Toby Jor- 
gensen crash on the back straight. "| just saw Toby's bike come flying by 
me," said Russell, who wound up 15th. "It was a weird deal. | just saw 
something come by me:" Russell also said that he was disappointed with his 
finish. “| was expecting to do better," he continued. "They say that you just 
hold the throttle open on these tracks, but there's a bit more to it than that.” 


The Dallas Mile marked the retirement of longtime AMA starter Steve 
Faraci, who has been handling the starting and flagging duties for 24 
years. "This is my last Grand National race," Faraci said. "I'm getting a lit- 
tle tired, and | figure I'd better get out before | get any shorter (Faraci 
stands about 5-foot-5). It was an unfortunate way to finish the race, but 
I'm glad that only one person got hurt and that was it." After the races. 
riders and tuners, including Jay Springsteen, Scott Parker and Kenny Tol- 
bert, presented Faraci with a retirement rocking chair and a new fishing 
pole, among other goodbye gifts. 


Paul Lynch appears to be picking up the pieces of his racing career 
once again, as evidenced by his solid showing in the semi at Dallas to 
gain a berth in his first Grand National main event of the year. "It was a 
long time coming," the 20-year-old Maryland-based rider said. "If they 
had an award for people who missed it by one or two each time, then we 
would have gotten that." Lynch has even managed to shore up his equip- 
ment depth with the purchase of a J&M-framed Harley-Davidson XR from 
the Gardner Racing stables. “Our first ride on it was at Rapid City,” the 
20-year-old Lynch said. "This is a J&M center-shock chassis. We've had 
the side-shockers before. but this is first one of these that we've had. 
This one feels real good. We rode it at Springfield, and it was competitive. 
We'll see what we can do with it." Lynch rode his side-shock XR in the 
main event, but broke the frame and wound up 17th. 


Will Davis was riding injured at the Dallas Half Mile, the result of a crash 
at the MARS asphalt racing series finale at Ashville Speedway in Ashville, 
North Carolina, just one night before the Dallas race. A blown tire was the 
culprit. “| was in the hospital until four o'clock this morning." said Davis, 
who was battered by a sore back. “At first they thought that | had broken 
vertebrae. They did catscans and X-rays, and more catscans. | walked 
right out of the hospital, got my bags and got on a plane to come here." 


For the steady-riding Bryan Bigelow, an eighth-place finish that might 
have made him very unhappy anywhere else was good enough tonight. 
"Every week it seems like these race tracks are so bad," Bigelow said. “I'm 
not complaining, but it seems like every week, the best that you. can look 
for is that you came out of it without getting all busted up. It's sad to think

that that is the best thing that we can pick out. Eighth place here? | couldn't 
see, and I'm sure nobody else could see. That's pretty bad because the 
Michigan guys, well, this is right up our alley. | don't know what to tell you." 
Kopp s win dropped Bigelow back to sixth place in the series standings; the 
two. are battling for that last spot in the top five. "That's racing," Bigelow 
said. "Last week he didn't make the main event at Springfield, and that put 
him. back to sixth. It's going to be a seesaw battle all the way back to Del 
Mar. It seems like it's so much pressure between both of us that it's like 
we're racing for the championship. and. we're really only racing for fifth and 
sixth. It's gonna come right down to Del Mar." 


Steve Morehead was in his street clothes before the semis started, 
the series' oldest active veteran pulling the plug on his own rather than 
risk racing on a track that he felt was unsafe.

"My opinion is that Chris Agajanian brings us to 
premier facilities - Dallas... we've been to Albuquerque... San Diego - but 
it's all sand, ^. Morehead said. “| don't care how beautiful that grandstand 
is or how many butts you put in the seats, if we can't put on a good, safe 
race, why in the hell are we there? The promoter is doing his job, and it 
costs Chris Agajanian an awful lot of money to put on his show, but unfor- 
tunately the race tracks are all-weather race tracks that are built with 
sand, and we can't do it. It doesn't work. There are some places that we 
don't belong. We do belong in the big cities - | agree to that - but when 
it's all-weather race tracks built with sand, we don't belong. And dumping 
water on sand was the dumbest thing that I've ever seen in my life, and | 
can't believe that Gene Romero, with his racing experience, didn't know 
what it was going to do. It's like standing on a beach at the ocean. Let the 
tide go out and suck your feet out from underneath you, and what's going 
to happen? You sink. When the sand hits you, it sticks. In five minutes, it 
dries and blows away. We didn't have a dust problem tonight. We kept 
watering the race track and it got softer and softer until there was no bot- 
tom to it. C'mon. It's not (AMA Dirt Track Manager) Bruce Bober s fault. | 
honestly believe that there are politics involved in this game; where... you 
run five or eight Nationals a year, and you get an event in à big city. But 
until Burton Smith gets his sprint car tracks built in Atlanta, Charlotte and 
Texas... We.cannot race on sand. Let's face reality. l've been doing this 
for 26 years, and l'm not going to race when the lights are out. It's not all 
Bruce's fault. He is the man that we got for the job, but | think that politics 
are overriding Bruce's decision, and that's what is making our sport look 
like a piece of shit. " : 


Sixth-placed Jay Springsteen was equally unhappy with the track con- 
ditions, even though the 42-year-old tough guy appeared to be one of the ` 
few riders who could negotiate the ruts with little difficulty in the main. “| 
mean it is a beautiful facility, but you can't pack sand," Springer said. “| 
don't care what you put on it, Aren't they supposed to have a Hot Shoe 
race before they have a Grand National? Is (Chris) Agajanian, because 
he's got f**king millions of dollars, he can just buy his way іп? It was like 
racing in a plowed field. If you've.got enough money, you can have a race 
in a plowed field. We'd be better off. It ain't no fun racing like that." 
Springsteen used every trick in the book to try and ward off the roost, 
including running a helmet visor above his number plate and having a rag 
on the handlebar so that he could wipe the visor on his helmet. "| tried 
everything | could," he said. “lt ain't no fun racing like that. It's too dan- 
gerous, and we don t need it.”

Leading the way for 2000 is Honda’s 
only all-new dirt bike- the long-awaited 


and much talked about XR650R: The 


biggest and baddest member of Honda's 

XR line, the 650R gets an all-new, water- 
cooled four-valve 649cc powerplant 
(weighing in at only 88 pounds) for ‘00, 
with the four-stroke engine nestled into 
an all-new aluminum chassis. Dry 


weight on the XR650R is claimed to be ` 


277 pounds and the bike will carry à 
suggested retail price of $5699. It is 
expected to be available in December, 
1999 and will replace the XR600 in 
Honda's off-road lineup. 

If. high- performance sportbikes are 
what you're looking for, Honda has two 
new ones for the coming year. Leading 


the way is the CBR929RR - a motorcycle.

Supercross/Road Race Promotor Dan Murphy

n an age of specialization, Dan Murphy is a rare 

specimen of diversity. 

Within the seemingly narrow confines of being a 
businessman in the motorcycle industry, Murphy has 
managed to apply himself to widely varying tasks, 
starting off in television, where he works as president of 
Speedvision Productions. He then branched into pro- 
motion, putting on Superbike races at Laguna Seca 
Raceway and Road Atlanta - the former of whiclr will 
combine FIM and AMA racing on the same weekend 
next July. Now, Murphy is involving himself in super- 
cross promotion, with the World Supercross round in 
Pasadena, California, November 20, serving as his first 
event. 

Our recent conversation with Murphy focused on his 
supercross foray, and the combined World/ National 
Championship roadrace. An excerpt follows: 


FIM SUPERCROSS ROUND 


How did you come up with the Rose Bowl as a 

«^ venue? 
/ When you pick a venue, especially when you're 
- only going to have one event in that country, you 
need to start with having that venue in the strongest 
market you can, which is the state of California. Once 
you get it down to determining that that's probably the 
best market, and also probably the easiest for the manu- 
facturers to participate (in), because it's in their back 
yard, then what stadiums are available? You get the 
Coliseum, you get the Rose Bowl you get Dodger Stadi- 
um. You get that list, and then you determine who 
wants to host an event, who can host an event, what are 
the available dates? Then you obviously look at the 
financial side and what works out the best. We ended 
up picking the Rose Bowl, because for an international 
event we wanted a very prestigious place, and we felt 
that the Rose Bowl had more prestige than, say, the Col- 
iseum might have. The other stadiums that are AMA 
Supercross stadiums, most of those already had exclu- 





sive arrangements with PACE, so that eliminated the 
Anaheims and Qualcomms. 


f Will your lack of supercross experience make this 
A difficult? 


Mec 


1 \ In a certain sense it's easier. It has some unknowns, 
¿ А where we're going to have to hire some particular 
expertise. The specific unknowns, where we don't have 
any expertise, are designing the course, which is actual- 
ly done by the World Supercross Sanction group. After 
that, it actually becomes easier, because one of the chal- 
lenges of roadracing is you're promoting an event over 
three days. You have a two-and-a-half-mile course, you 
have all sorts of safety standards, you have all sorts of 
control issues, controlling how the people get in and 
out. It's much more difficult to put on a roadrace once 
you get past the part of actually doing the track. You 
walk into the Rose Bowl with a ticket. There's a ticket 
taker, there's somebody who's counting people. It's just 
a ton easier than at Laguna Seca, where as you can 
imagine somebody's driving up in his car, and three 
guys are showing badges and one guy's hiding in the 
trunk, and one guy's riding his mountain bike out 
around the outside of the circuit. 

Ethink we've got a good boilerplate in that PACE is a 
very good promoter, and they've done a good job with 
the Supercross Series. So we've got something to look at 
and say, there's a very successful group. If you do eight 
out of 10 things that they do, you're probably going to 
do things pretty well. But there are probably two or 
three things that we're going to do that will probably be 
a fresh perspective. We're working with EA Sports on 
an idea where as the fans come in they'll be able to 
enter an EA Sports contest, where we will have 16 fans 
that will be selected. Between heat races, up on the big 
screen, four people will actually compete with each 
other on an EA Sports supercross game. Of those 16, 
you'll have four, then two, then one. 

We're going to make it an afternoon, day event ver- 
sus strictly a night race. The first heat races will start 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 3:00, with the main 
event somewhere in the neighborhood of 6:00. We think 


a good afternoon at that time of the year might actually 
work better than an evening event, where things get a 
little chilly in November. We think it's a great afternoon 
family activity to do. 

But that was a concession you had to make. 

(Laughs) Concession is such a poor choice of words. 
(Laughs) Let me put it this way. The neighborhood 
associations support having it in the afternoon, versus 
at night. 


; Have you gotten any reaction from the people at 
‘PACE? 
I invited Gary Becker, Charlie Mancuso and Mike 
Kidd to the World Superbike at Laguna Seca. 
They're getting into the roadracing world in some fash- 
ion, and I don't think anybody knows the definition yet 
of what “some fashion" is. Гуе had a very strong rela- 
tionship for some time with Mike Kidd, and consider 
him a friend, and part of what they do in roadracing is 
going to fall underneath Mike. So at the end of the day, 
we I think extended an olive branch, that we're willing 
to help, and want to help them become good roadacing 
promoters in whatever capacity that happens to be. 
They've been cooperative so far in our efforts to be a 
supercross promoter. 


\ What's the purse money? 

The purse is done a little different. It's a four-race 

series, so your purse is paid more over how you 
finish for the whole championship. The Action Group 
has put up one million dollars for the four-race champi- 
onship. 


Despite the title, this series is considered sec- 

ondary to the AMA series. 

I think you're correct. I think what Giusepi Longo 

has done with the Action Group is to try to do 
exactly that - elevate it where it's perceived as a true 
international series, and not just a secondary, off-sea- 
son, fun little thing to do. I think if you look at what 
they've done and how they've packed the stadiums the 
last several years over in Europe, you would say that 
they've made a lot of progress, but you can't really 
make a lot of progress until you have an event in the 
United States, and until the European riders come over 
to the United States and are competitive. 


à Southern California fans are accustomed to see- 

"ing supercross races in January and February. 
Will they come in November? 

I think that that's one of our marketing challenges. 

It's a good point. 

Yeah, you're going to have to educate the fans, that 

a) the event is happening, and b) more importantly, it's 
going to be worth their $25, $35 to come out and watch 
this international race. I think we're going to have a 
marketing plan that's going to be able to convince them 
to do that. 


» A lot of that series’ success has been based on 
paying appearance money, which has in the past 
dissuaded U.S. promoters from putting on World 
Supercross rounds. 
l'm not privy to those negotiations. My deal is with 
the Action Group. Part of my agreement with 
Action Group is that they have to bring the top AMA 
riders. How Action Group makes those deals with those 
riders - whether they just attract them with the full mil- 
lion dollars, or whether they do appearance money, I’m 
not privy to that piece of information. (It's) very similar 
to how I do it with Flamini Group. We pay Flamini 
Group of World Superbike a fee; they bring the show. 
That's the same situation here. 


[) | How will you market the event? 

"In event promotion, to be Басса you have to 

\ have the basic foundation. If you don't have those, 
it’s going to be very difficult to be successful. You've 
got to start with television. We have CBS coverage, so 
we have a good, solid building block with that. Then 
you've got to get some strong sponsorship dollars so 
that you can afford to spend money in a market of this 
size for marketing. Toyota has already signed up to be 
our title sponsor, so we've got TV and a title sponsor. 
Then you have to have good promotional partners. We 
have three very strong print partners. In addition to 
those print partners, we're obviously a television net- 






work, so our ability to гип a lot 
of commercial spots on Fox 
Sports Net and Speedvision 
obviously is there. We own or 
have relationships with those 
networks. 


What is the event's future? 


We have a five-year. deal 

with Action Group. I've got 
a one-year deal with the Rose 
Bowl. It was not an easy sell to 
the neighborhood associations at the Rose Bowl to 
approve this event, and to also approve it relatively 
close to the Rose Bowl football game, which is in early 
January. We're on a one-year deal with them. Assuming 
we put in a solid crowd, and assuming that the crowd 
doesn't meet some of the stereotypes that the neighbor- 
hood associations had with motorcycling, then we'll 
return to the Rose Bowl. If it turns out where that 
doesn't work, we will probably go to Dodger Stadium, 
which we originally approached. But Dodger Stadium 
was doing renovation this year during the off-season, 
which didn't allow us to go there. Dodger Stadium is 
owned by Fox; we're owned by Fox, so there's some 
clear synergy to go to that stadium if the Rose Bowl 
doesn't work out after the first year. 


¢ How does the Speedvision/Fox work out with 
V. 7^ CBS? 

Now there's a good question. How it works out is 

networks plan their hours of programming literally 
years in advance - multiple years in advance. We want- 
ed this to be on a network, not a cable system. We really 
wanted to reach a hundred million households. By the 
time we approached Fox Network, they'd literally 
booked up too much at that time of the year, so we 
went to CBS. Our other two options at Fox were cable 
options, and we thought to make this event a homerun 
out of the box, we needed to be on network television. 


FIM/AMA SUPERBIKE ROUND 


A World round and an AMA round: How will 

you get all that racing into one weekend? 

Now that has two really interesting options. First of 

all our plan was to go with four days. Then it's a 
matter of what do you run on what days, and the 
biggest decision of all, do you run the AMA Superbike 
race as a separate race, or together with the World 
Superbike race. 

Whatever plan we come up with is going to have to 
meet the approval of the AMA. It's going to be a matter 
of working together with Scott Hollingsworth of the 
AMA and coming up with a solution that is the best for 
all parties. 

If you go back to the two solutions we're talking 
about, you start with one that is probably the easiest - 
just to have a separate race. Start with Friday, as an 
example. Have one of the AMA classes run on Friday 
afternoon and have one other AMA class, maybe the 
600 class, run on Friday. Saturday run an AMA Super- 
bike race. Sunday you would run two World Superbike 
rounds and two more AMA classes. We don't know yet 
who will fit on the Sunday card and who will fit in on 
the Friday card. 


œ What about World Supersport? 


Part of the compromise so far with Maurizio Flami- 
* ni to make this happen is for him to leave World 
Supersport home. We could then easily fit two races in 
there. The most difficult part about that, though, is that 
there are some differences between the AMA regula- 
tions and the World Superbike regulations. You'd have 
to prepare two bikes, and for team managers, that's 
going to be very difficult and very challenging. The 
right idea is you hope to sell the AMA and the teams on 
a one-race exception that you run the World Superbike 
rules. I think the key point is to decide, do the World 
Superbike rules give you an advantage, and I think if 
you talk to most team managers, they would tell you 
that it doesn't. 


ù Last year, a lot of those teams didn't participate in 

C / World Superbike anyway. 
“Well, let's get on to the second solution, because 
\ that's a good point. The downside of that solution 
is that there's still not an incentive for the AMA teams 
to run on Sunday, other than almost the macho thing of 
let’s see how we can do against the World Superbike 
guys. Something that the manufacturers will have to 
look at in their opinion that they give back to us and to 
the AMA, is if they ran a points-paying race within a

" all looking out for their own best interests, just 
tend to focus on the problems? 

Actually, when I talk to them I get both answers. I 

\ would tell you if you talk to the riders, the riders 
think this is the greatest idea ever. AMA riders want to 
jump in there and compete with the World guys, and 
they want to race. A very high percentage of the AMA 
riders are going to be on that side of the fence. If you go 
with the manufacturing. standpoint, I think the team 
managers are going to have to have 
the most amount of problems with . 
this. When you get to a higher level at 
many of the manufacturers, though, 
they look at the bigger picture, which 
is they want to market their motorcy- 
cles to as many people as possible. 


What about guys who wouldn't 
J qualify with this system? 
“Well, you're going to have a grid 
-of 38 slots, and people aren't 
going to make the grid. That might be 
a good thing if you're one of the top 
racers. 
You could be the leader of the race 
and potentially never have to pass 


anybody. 


à What about a backmarker in the 

‘World series who travels around 
the world and basically makes every 
race? 

. They're going to run the risk of 

“knot qualifying. That's racing. 
Flamini has already supported this 
idea. Their main concern of course is 
the top 10 racers who are all vying for the points cham- 
pionship. You-can't spend your time worrying about 
the guys in 20th or 25th. 

That's what the AMA does. 

One idea we've thrown out to the AMA for the rest 
of the AMA field is you do your final qualifying session 
on Friday, and if you don't make the World Superbike 
field, then we would run a smaller, 12-to-14-lap race so 
that the rest of these guys would point, starting with the 
last position of the grid. If 12 AMA guvs made the grid, 
and you won the second race, then you would point as 
number 13. So there's some pluses and minuses to both 
sides, and we're not going to - at this state - prejudge or 
push one idea versus another. We're going to take a lot 
of input, and the AMA will take a lot of input, and we'll 
probably have a series of meetings at Pikes Peak, and 
try to get some more input from each of the teams, and 
hope that we can develop a schedule that will work for 
everybody.

So what we put up at Laguna 
Seca Raceway this past year was a 
monitor for every television camera 
that we have out there, so that an 
AMA official can sit in a timing-and- 
scoring tower and literally look at the 
monitor, and help the corner workers 
with making some of the tough deci- 
sions.

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, SEPT. 1-6 

ith time running short in his 
quest to catch Angelle Seeling 
in the race for the Winston 
Pro Stock Bike championship, Matt 
Hines entered the U.S. Nationals at Indi- 
anapolis Raceway Park in desperate 
need of a victory. The two-time and 
defending series champ, who won 10 of 
14 events last year, entered the biggest 
race of the year with just one win, and 
he was beginning to feel the heat. 

“When we were getting ready for 
this race, I told my dad (Byron) that we 
absolutely had to have the fastest bike 
this weekend,” Hines said. “We made 
sure we had all our engines ready to go, 
and that our best engine was in good 
shape to go as many rounds as we need- 
ed to get the job done. We did every- 
thing we could to make the bike fast, 
and it paid off.” 

Indeed, Hines not only beat Seeling 
in the final to win his second career U.S. 
Nationals title, but he also beat Seeling 
in the final of. Saturday's Holley Pro 
Stock Bike Dominator Duel, a $15,000- 
to-win specialty event open only to the 
eight most consistent qualifiers from the 
previous year. Hines won the event for 
the fourth consecutive year, setting the 
stage for an Indy sweep. For winning 
both races, Hines collected NHRA's 
$10,000 double-up bonus, and he 
received an additional $10,000 from 
sponsor, Action Collectibles, bringing 
his weekend total to nearly $50,000, one 
of the largest payouts in all of motorcy- 
cle racing. 

Through a special one-race promo- 
tion with Action and DC Comics, the 
Vance & Hines Eagle One Suzuki GSX-R 
was painted in Superman colors for the 
U.S. Nationals, and Hines wore a match- 
ing helmet and leathers. There must 
have been something to the whole 
superhero thing, as Hines turned in 
what was undoubtedly his finest perfor- 
mance of the year. 

"We were struggling in the early part 
of the season, and she (Seeling) took 
advantage of that by going out and 
qualitying on the pole and winning 
races," Hines said. "As the season pro- 
gressed, we started running better, but 
we made a lot of mistakes. in elimina- 
tions. I hope this is the race that changes 
our pattern." 

In qualifying, Hines's Suzuki GSX-R 
was clearly the dominant bike, as he 
ripped off a track-record 7.26, which 
was a full .06 seconds quicker than 
Seeling's best of 7.32 on her Team Win- 
ston Suzuki. Hines had nearly two- 
tenths on round-one opponent Brian 
DeLong, but he wasn't about to take 
the independent racer lightly, especial- 
ly after suffering an embarrassing first- 
round loss against a lower-seeded 
opponent at the most recent event in 
Brainerd, Minnesota. 

"The first round is usually tough for 
me because I know I should win, but 
usually the guy in the other lane is 
throwing everything he's got at me,” 
said Hines, who turned back DeLong's 
7.70 with the quickest run of the round, 
a 7.32. "I'd much rather race a Dave 
Schultz, an Antron Brown, or even 
Angelle in the first round." 

Hines also breezed through round 
two with a 7.33-to-7.46 win over Greg 
Underdahl's Tas Racing bike, and in the 
semis he caught a break when Antron 
Brown red-lighted aboard the Team 23 
Suzuki. Brown, who is also a factor in 
the championship chase following his 
early-season wins in Dallas, Texas, and 
` Columbus, Ohio, had beaten Hines in 
their two most recent meetings, but this

this time he dumped the clutch too soon 
and fouled. 

Seeling wasn't able to match Hines' 
pace early in eliminations, but she was 
quicker than everyone else in the field 
with a 7.37 in round one against rookie 
Chris Bostick, and a 7.38 in the second 
that erased the 7.44 of John Smith's 
Anoka-Ramsey Sport Center Suzuki. 

While Hines slowed in the semis 
with a 7.36, Seeling actually improved 
with a 7.35 in her win over Brown's 
Team 23 teammate, Tony Mullen. A 
final-round loss would have been dev- 
astating to Hines' championship hopes, 
so the Vance & Hines team left nothing 
to chance, tearing the top end of the 
engine apart before the final, searching 
for any signs of damage. 

“Аз eliminations went on, we noticed 
a problem with the engine," Hines said. 
"Our computer kept telling us that we 
were losing vacuum going down the 
track. Before the final, we pulled the 
whole top end off the motor and 
checked the pistons and rings. We 
didn't find anything, and we put it back 
together." 
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As it turns out, Seeling was the опе 
who had mechanical troubles in the 
final, as a sticky carburetor slide caused 
her throttle to stick wide open after the 
burnout. Seeling worked the throttle 
desperately in an effort to bring the 
engine back to idle, and her team owner, 
George Bryce, finally stepped in and 
fixed the problem with a quick crack of 
the throttle. With her concentration 
shaken, Seeling trailed Hines off the 
starting line by .03 of a second, and that 
was enough to provide the margin of 
victory with Seeling and Hines running 
matching 7.34 elapsed times. 

“When I heard her throttle stick, I 
thought they were going to shut her 
bike off and give me a single, which 
would have been okay by me,” said 
Hines, who gained 21 points on his rival 
in the standings, but still trails by 77, or 
the equivalent of four rounds, with four 

events remaining. “If we can keep mak- 
ing sure we have the best bike, it will 
put a little more pressure on her. I think 
that before the year is over, we'll set the 
national record and get the 20-point 
bonus that goes with it, so that should 
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move us closer. I haven't beaten Angelle 
in a while. Now I need to do it a few 
more times." 

Bryce, who won the U.S. Nationals as 
a rider in 1983, and claimed three more 
titles as the crew chief for the late John 
Myers, was obviously disappointed, but 
realized that the damage to his team's 
title hopes could have been much worse. 

"This was an especially hard way to 
lose a final after we fought all weekend 
to get caught up," Bryce said. "Matt was 
there for the taking in the final and we 
didn't take advantage. We need to put 
that behind us. It's going to be a dog- 
fight to the end. We have to make the 
final at the last four races, and if Matt is 
in the other lane and beats us each time, 
he deserves the title." см

n the late eighties Paul Edmondson 
rode one to ISDE and FIM World 
Enduro fame. The early nineties 
saw the little bike prevail at the Best in 
the Desert Laughlin U.S. Hare Scram- 
bles desert race. The year 1998 came and 
so did an ISDE overall win. Although 
the KTM 125 E/XC has undergone 
much scrutiny from America over the 
years, it has a pretty good track record. 
Shane Watts' win at the ISDE last 
year proved that the little enduro bike 
was capable of big, if not the biggest, of 
victories. After all, the ISDE is arguably 
the ultimate test of man and machinery. diee : 
To cap that off, the Australian came to pU 0 "a 
America to race the prestigious GNCC ' | 
series full time aboard a 1999 125 E/XC 
and for some reason his 250cc-mounted 
series regular competitors were sur- 
prised when Watts won four of the first 
five rounds. Watts also took AMA 
National Hare Scrambles, Enduro and 
FIM World Enduro wins on the “99 
model before blowing out his knee at an 
Australian National Enduro in May. 
The rumors are true. Shane Watts 
does race an almost stock motorcycle.

ization that there is nothing ultra trick 
at all about his race bike and that 
Watts himself is more than a little tal- 
ented. 
We like the E/XC's brother, the 125

many areas. It is light, nimble, comfort- 
able, handles great and its motor was 
rated in the top three in our shootout. 
The 125 E/XC that Watts rides is basi- 
cally the same motorcycle as the SX, 
only a few off-road / enduro-like refine- 
ments make the E/XC more at home 
in the middle of nowhere. It has the

Simply put, the 125 E/XC is the best 
off-road competition motorcycle in its 
class. However, even though it is the 
best lightweight off-road competitor out 
of the box, that does not mean the motor 
is anywhere near that of a Team Suzuki 
Off-road RM250 like current GNCC 
champion Rodney Smith rides. It 
doesn't even mean that the E/XC's 
motor is equal to the stock Yamaha 
YZ125 engine, because it isn't. Granted, 
the two beasts are designed for two dif- 
ferent types of riding, but for a few 
thousand bucks the YZ125 can become 
one hell of a off-road machine. | 

In Watts' case however, beating the 
factory-backed 250cc and even 600cc 
machines are more of a concern than 
anything. That's exactly why we can not 
figure out why he insists on racing with 
a stock E/XC motor. The fact that he 
chooses a 125 over a 250 does not сой- 
cern us. Many riders feel more at home 
and even go faster on a smaller motor- 
cycle because the power does not tire 
them out and a 125 is lighter. Although 
the 125 E/XC that Watts races is fast, it 





that fanning and feathering the clutch 
kills the momentum of the bike and 
slows you down in addition to tiring you 
out quicker. Scientifically it makes sense, 
but try shifting and using more throttle 
control instead of using the clutch so 
much the next time ride a 125. It’s not 
easy by any means. Somehow, Watts 
makes it look real easy. Not to say that 
the 125 E/XC motor does not work for 
us, it just works for Watts a lot better. 

The most significant difference 
between the bike we rode and Watts 
actual race bike is the fork. The stock 
motorcycle KTM relies on a 45mm Mar- 
zocchi Magnum. After many miles of 
testing and racing, Watts decided to go 
with a 50mm WP Extreme fork. We 
were pleased with the Marzocchi fork 
that we used (combined with the stock 
WP PDS shock) and were surprised that 
the suspension worked so well in such a 
wide variety of terrain. After encounter- 
ing sand, hard-pack fire roads, bowling 
ball size rocks, deep whoops and mud it 
is hard to imagine a more versatile fork. 
Still, we would like to get our hands on 
Watts’ WP fork just for kicks. 

Watts is a factory KTM Sportmotor- 
cycle racer even though his bike looks 
and is pretty much stock. To give the 
E/XC that factory look and feel a K- 
Style graphic kit is added to the seat and 
radiator shrouds. Other changes that 
Watts makes to his race bike are truly 
odds and ends. On race day, a Tomaselli 
handlebar is held down by a K-Style top 
triple clamp and a clear fuel cell with a 
dry brake is added for quick pit stops. 
Watts started out the year in the U.S. 
racing without hand guards, however it 
wasn't long before knuckles were 
bashed and Acerbis MX hand guards 
were installed. The bike we tested was 
equipped with hand guards, the graph- 
ics kit and the SX silencer, but every-

Piergiorgio Bontempi’s World Supersport Yamaha R6 

Suzuki's Chambon for the title - the only 
rider to score two race wins so far - is 
second-placed points scorer Piergiorgio 
Bontempi. Unfortunately, however, the 
Italian former Kawasaki World Super- 
bike rider suffered a broken wrist in

series, was all the more timely. Is the R6 
really that good - or is it only winning

The Belgarda Yamaha R6 is that rare 
thing: a bike that comes close to combin- 
ing the performance of a customer 750cc 
Superbike with the handling and agility 
of a 250cc GP racer. It's a bike you feel at 
one with. It's exhilarating, not intimidat- 
ing, responsive, ied than headstrong. 
You feel as though you can wring its 
neck and ride it as hard as you like,

petitive in its debut season as Yama- 

ha's new R6 has been in the 1999 
World Supersport Championship. 
Yamaha has established the new bench- 
mark for this ultra-competitive class, 
straight off the drawing board - quite a 
feat for a machine derived from a vol- 
ume-production sportbike, competing in 
the world's most hotly contested four- 
stroke racing category. 

Paradoxically, though, Yamaha will 
not end up winning the title in this inau- | 
gural World Supersport Championship | 
season. Why? It's simple really - the R6 
is so good that any number of teams 
have been able to win with it straight | 
out of the box - without theinitial devel- | 
opmental year that, for example, 
Honda's equally new ultra short-stroke 
CBR600 seems to be needing at world 
level. The Ré has won often, but with 
different riders aboard, and none able to 
match the consistency of Suzuki's 
Stephane Chambon. 

Yamaha may have the manufactur- 
ers’ title wrapped up early because of all | 
this, but what they really want is the 
riders' crown. But as the championship 
comes down to the wire, the only Yama- 
ha man with a realistic shot at beating | 
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Yet by coupling this with an increase 
in compression to 13.5:1 (obtained by 
skimming the head and using a thinner 
head gasket), a ported, flowed and pol- 
ished cylinder head with reshaped stock 
valves and seats, an Akrapovic exhaust 
system designed from scratch - includ- 
ing the headers - by the Slovenian pipe 
wizard, Belgarda's own special gearbox 
with the top four gears altered from 
stock, and an all-new ignition devel- 
ped in Italy to allow maximum benefit 
from engine R&D, Belgarda engine guru 

aolo Carminati has extracted 123 
horsepower at the gearbox at 14,500 rpm 
from the R6 engine at this early stage of 
development. 

There's even the option of tailoring 
the power delivery to suit a specific cir- 
cuit, by playing around with cam tim- 
ing, ignition curves and the length and 
shape of the bellmouths for the 37mm 
Keihin semi-flat-slide carburetors - fitted 
with a TPS throttle position sensor 
which further sharpens engine response. 
. The result is an engine that, while it 
really likes to rev - the big red shift light 
on the dash flashes at 14,000 rpm, with 
the soft rev-limiter cutting in at 15,000 
rpm to flutter the engine - also has a sur- 
prising amount of torque, which allows 
you to shortshift in places like the last 
two lefthanders leading on to the Mis- 
ano main straight. Here, you can change 
up early at around 12,000 rpm and grab 
top gear before cranking into the turn, 
allowing you to settle the bike better as 
you drive through the fast sweeper hard 
on the gas, with the revs rising as you 
crank over onto the shoulder of the tire. 

, But Carminati's skill has been to 
deliver an engine that is fast, but forgiv- 
ing, eager to rev (though the street R6's 
15,500 rpm redline is apparently ficti- 
tious; get your tach dialed in before you 
believe it) yet with strong midrange 
torque by the standards of the class. 

"The engine itself is so good as it 
comes, we only have to work on fine 
tuning it," says Carminati. "Fill in the 
bottom of the power curve, and build on 
the excellent top end, and you have a 
bike which is both reliable and strong. 
Touch wood, we never yet lost an 
engine either on the dyno or at a race 
track.” 

So, the Belgarda R6 pulls hard from 
as low as 6000 rpm out of the tight Mis- 
ano hairpins if you really ask it to, dri- 
ving cleanly to the 15,000- -rpm rev-lim- 
iter with no holes in the power delivery. 
All the while the ratios of the sweet- 
shifting race gearbox, whose action 
seems much smoother than the rather 
harsh street R6 transmission, make it 
easy to keep it revving above the 10,500 
rpm power threshold, for extra drive. 

The 16-valve engine (still only four 
valves per cylinder: Yamaha uses 750cc 
as their five-valve threshold) picks up so 
strongly in midrange compared to a 
street R6, you get the impression the 
crank has been lightened. Of course, this 
isn’t the case since Supersport rules 
don’t allow that and countless post-race 
teardowns have confirmed it. Even so, 
around 13,000 rpm, there’s an extra rush 
of revs. Despite all that, the engine is 
surprisingly torquey all through the 
power curve, while also allowing you 
the option to save a couple of shifts by 
fluttering the soft rev-limiter - like on 
the run between the Quercia right-han- 
der, opposite the Misano pits, down to 
the first chicane. 

Its a magical motor, and the muted 
howl from the Akrapovic pipe makes 
you feel master of the Supersport uni- 
verse - but the potent engine also ran 
very cool on such a hot day - thanks to 
the huge pair of radiators fitted to cool 
it.

With little R&D, the Belgarda R6 motor 
is already putting out over 120 
horsepower at 14,500 rpm, and this 
with a generous torque curve. 


Yet all this comes delivered in a 
good-handling, sweet-steering chassis 
package that allows the R6 to change 
direction at speed so easily, making it 
feel much lighter than a Superbike - 
even after being ballasted with some 
five pounds of lead to meet the 367- 
pound class limit. 

Although the R6’s architecture is 
quite different from the YZF600 Thun- 
dercat the Belgarda team raced so suc- 
cessfully for so long (including taking 
Vito Guareschi to the runner-up World 
Series slot in '98), with a 40mm shorter 
wheelbase yet 60mm longer swingarm, 
and a much higher center of gravity 
thanks to the unique triple-stack gear- 
box layout, Giulio Bardi says they had а 
pleasant surprise when they started 
work on the new bike. 

"The stock R6 in street form is very 
close to the way we finished up racing 
the YZF by the end of last season," Bardi 
says. "So we haven't changed a lot in 


setup this year, because in terms of 


chassis geometry, Yamaha 
have given their street cus- 
tomers a clone of the bike 
that finished second in the 
Supersport World Series a 
year ago. We transferred 
our knowledge of the old 
bike to the new one, and 
modified the bigger 43mm 
forks with the same mix- 
ture of Ohlins and Belgar- 
da parts, then developed a 
new Ohlins rear shock to 
suit the Ró's longer 
swingarm and different 
ratio. The only real prob- 


handle on the race track 
was hopping at the back 
under braking, caused 

mainly by a combination 
of weight transfer and 
engine inertia. But some 
heavy duty thinking, and 
Anders Andersson's s help, 
overcame the problem via 
internal shock design - so the only factor 
left to get over was tire performance, 
and we fixed that by switching back to 
Michelin. (Jamie) Whitham won the first 
race after we did so, and since then, 
we've. always been contenders.” 

I tried the Yamaha set up to suit both 
Belgarda riders, but Bontempi uses such 
a hard rear setup on the Ohlins shock 
that even with my extra weight aboard, 
it felt very unstable putting the power 
down hard out of a turn, and nervous 
running over bumps. That's because he 
is used to powersteering on the throttle 
with the back tire from his days racing 
Superbikes on Dunlops. His only com- 
plaint about the R6's handling is that the 
bike stops mid-turn. 

“I can't make it whip round easily

and fire it up out of the corner," he says, 

“but I know this is Supersport and there 
are limits to what you can do on treaded 
tires!" 

To show how stiff he runs the sus- 
pension, Bontempi uses 5mm more fork 
preload than teammate Massimo Mere- 
galli, and 4mm more on the rear shock, 
which also uses the hardest spring 
Ohlins can supply for a Supersport bike. 
That's stiff: Try to bounce the seat up 
and down by pressing your body 
weight on it at rest, and - nothing hap- 
pens. Solid! It's also worth noting that 
both Belgarda riders drop the forks 
through.a little, unlike their American 
rivals, for example. 


"We saw this at Laguna Seca," says 


Bardi. "But the Americans use Dunlop 
tires, which are rounder and turn more 





easily. We drop the forks a little to make 
the flatter Michelin profile turn better." 
Compared to the Bontempi R6, Mere- 
galli's setup felt much better balanced 
and more neutral in handling, even 
though slightly harder than when I've 
tested his YZF600 in the past. In this 
form, the R6 gave great traction out of 
the Misano turns - aided by the wider 
5.50-inch rear wheel, compared to the 
old YZF - with just а quick flick of its 
head as the front wheel lifted under 
acceleration, before settling down quick- 
ly, and resuming normal service, and 
driving hard out of the turn with the tire 
hooked up, rather than squirming and 
moving around on the gas when I tried 
to do the same thing in Bontempi mode. 









With the fairing removed, the intake 
tract is more conspicuous. The much- 
modified 43mm front forks utilize a 
combination of Веідагаа and Ohlins 
components. 


You'll always get the bike moving 
around a lot on treaded tires, however 
good they are, but on the Belgarda R6 it 
all felt totally controllable, never threat- 
ening to get out of hand. The fact that a 
few (admittedly major) suspension 
adjustments can so alter the character of 
a Supersport bike, yet dial it in so well 
to the tastes of two such contrasting rid- 
ing styles, speaks volumes for the R6's 
thoroughbred chassis design, which 
frankly is worthy of a much more costly 
up-market motorcycle. 

Yamaha sells you a lot of bike for the 
money with the R6. 

Suspension is the key to Supersport 
supremacy, and the conventional 43mm 
Yamaha fork chosen by the R6's creator, 
Kunihiko Miwa, for their reduced 
unsprung weight compared to upside- 
down ones, delivers loads of front end 
feel as modified by Belgarda. It all 
enables you to carry lots of corner speed 
while safe in the knowledge you can feel 
what the front Michelin tire is doing. 

It's a great setup, almost as good as a 
much costlier race fork, which didn't 
chatter at the front even when the tire 
started to wear. And 30 laps at Misano 
in this heat without losing grip was a 
tribute to the Michelin customer tires. 

The Yamaha:s trademark architec- 
ture, with its triple-stack gearbox layout, 
short engine and long swingarm, gives 
excellent traction as well as lots of 
weight on the front wheel (52/48 per- 
cent), for extra grip in turns - again help- 
ing maintain corner speed safely. But it 
isn't unstable under heavy braking as its 
R7 Superbike sister was when I rode it 
at the start of the year. The 300mm car- 
bon Lorraine discs fitted to the Belgarda 
Yamaha, matched to the stock one-piece 
Sumitomo calipers which are now the 
benchmark stoppers in the Supersport 
class, give outstanding braking - sensi- 
tive without being grabby, with lots of 
bite, yet controllable modulation. The 
brakes are definitely one of the strong 
points of an already impressive bike. 

"We're gonna have to start working 
on it seriously now," jokes Giulio Bardi. 
“But, seriously, this is a bike that was 
born well - as good for privateers as for 
privileged teams like ours, because it 
has a powerful yet reliable motor, and a 
good-handling chassis that's responsive 
to setup. But we're still only climbing 
the R6 learning curve - it's a good bike 
already, but next season onwards, it has 
the potential to be even better." CN

ashington’s Jeff Annen earned his 
Wee AMA National victory by 

virtue of his win in the 17-rider, 25- 
lap 600cc Expert main event at the 10th 
round of the AMA National Hot Shoe 
Series, held on the Castle Rock Race 
Park's TT course. 

Annen, the National number 40 plate 
holder, trailed fellow Washingtonian 
Chris Fitzhugh for the opening two laps, 
moving to the head of the field as 
Fitzhugh began a gradual descent back 
through the ranks. Fitzhugh would drop 
out of action entirely, with mechanical 
problems. 

Fitzhugh's problems opened the door 
for Castle Rock's J.P. Simonsen to move 
into the vacated position, one that he 
held for many laps until he took a hard 
tumble while attempting to put a wheel 
under Annen for the lead. This allowed 
last year's winner, Eli Price, to settle into

second after a come-from-behind charge 
which got him past Californian John 
Hlebo Ш.

By virtue of his win in the fastest oe 2 
гасе, Hlebo sat on the pole in the mai 
event, which included 12 National num- 
ber holders. Hlebo was joined by Simone 
sen, Annen, Fitzhugh, Christian Vernon 
and Lonny Kopp on the first of the three 
rows. ç 

It was Fitzhugh with the fastest trig- 
ger at the start to lead the field into the 
dogleg. Right from the get-go, Fitzhugh 
was pushed hard by Annen, who 
patiently trailed the veteran Fitzhugh 
for two laps and then made his move on ` 
lap three to take the lead. b 

Fitzhugh was then faced with the 
looming advances from Hlebo and also 
Simonsen, after Simonsen had quickly 
overtaken Vernon, Kopp and Price to 
settle on Hlebo's rear wheel, then made 
a slick pass on Hlebo and quickly dis- 
posed of Fitzhugh to set his sights upon 
leader Annen, who kept putting dis- 
tance on the rest of the field. 

Fitzhugh would also lose ground to 
Hlebo, Vernon and next Kopp before his 
stellar performance, which would have 
netted him his best Hot Shoe finish had 
he maintained a top-five finish, was 
thwarted by mechanical problems, 
dropping him out of action. 

Things got interesting up front, as 
Simonsen clawed his way into con- 
tention with Annen, slicing into 
Annen's advantage to run within à 
wheel of him. A close confrontation 
between the two TT specialists lasted 
for five more laps. Then, while trying to 
put a wheel ahead of Annen, Simon- 
sen's path to victory was taken away 
from him, as Annen slammed the door 
shut when Simonsen came knocking, 
sending Simonsen sprawling to the turf 
after high-siding.

For the LOPKO/Shoei/Thor/Lyn- 
nwood Yamaha-backed Annen, it was a 
sweet conclusion to the Castle Rock 
round, where a victory had eluded him 
for many years. 

“It feels so good to get on the podi- 
um here, especially with a win,” Annen 
said. “Та like to thank Denny (Lopp) for 
all of the support over the years. Chris 
(Fitzhugh) was goin’ good for a while, 
then I made J.P work for it. Hey, this is

which was a continuum of Washington 
Speed Week. When the dust had settled 
and the smoke had cleared, the Bultaco 
and Honda-mounted Legarra posted 

















wins in the Classic Open and 250cc 
Sportsman main events. 

Joining Legarra in the winner’s circle 
was Californian John Proto, who was 
victorious in the Sportsman 750cc final, 
beating former AMA Grand National 
winner, Oregon’s Sonny Burres, for the 
honor. Burres, who last year was 
plagued by mechanical problems, didn't 
leave the legendary Castle Rock TT 
Clubgrounds winless, as the former 
National number 69 plate holder earned 
a win in the Senior (+50) final. 

Eight AHRMA National points-pay- 
ing classes were featured here in the 10- 
feature program that preceeded the 
AMA Hot Shoe National. There were 
also two support classes implemented at 
what was the 12th round of the 
AHRMA National Series, one of the 
three TT Nationals on this year's sched- 
ule. 

The first in the series of eight Nation- 
al main events was the Senior final, in 
which the popular Burres sat on the pole 
position. Burres wasted little time by 
putting all 750cc of Triumph power to 
the ground, as he led Allen Morinville, 
Steve Lacey and James Coppage on the 
first of the 14 circuts. 

While Burres did have initial chal- 
lenges from Morinvilles Honda, Burres 
had by lap three checked out on the 
competition, leaving Morinville well 
behind. Several laps later, though, Mor- 
inville’s Honda would coast to the side- 
lines, allowing Lacey to move into the 
position vacated by Morinville, where 
he'd finish, ahead of BSA-mounted Cop- 
page. 

Legarra's first of two main-event vic- 
tories came in the Classic Open final, 
one in which he rode a 1967 Bultaco El 
Bandito to victory after getting around 
the intital leader, BSA Gold Star-mount- 
ed Ron Predmore. After displacing 
Predmore, it was classic Legarra, as the 
former Expert sped on to victory ahead 
of Ron Predmore and Coppage. 

Mark Legarra, the elder of the two 
racing Legarra family members, led 
Larry Legarra on the opening lap of the 
Sportsman 250cc final, but unlike the 
class's qualifier, in which Larry took a 
hard tumble into the hay bales, Larry 
Legarra overtook his Yamaha-mounted 
brother to maintain a lead to the finish 
to finalize his two-win tally. He was fol- 
lowed to the finish by a pair of Calif- 
ornians, Mark Legarra and Corey 
Schmuck. 

Proto was the pole-sitter for the 
Sportsman 750cc final, using the posi- 
tion as a launching pad to lead Burres' 
Triumph and the 650cc Yamaha of Tim 
Ricketts into turn one. Proto, who barely 
edged Burres in the qualifier, had Burres 
gunning from behind, but when the two 
riders bumped, Burres backed off the 
pace. 

"He (Proto) bumped me. Not once, 
but twice," an angry Burres said. "Then 
I knocked it into neutral, and then just 
said ‘heck with it, it ain't worth it.” 








Burres would eventually drop off the 
pace entirely, trailing Proto - who would 
sweep every Open Twin final during 
Speed Week - to the line by a half-lap at 
the finish. Ortega finished third aboard 
the sano Ritkman Metisse. CN

ashington’s Kurt Hawk finalized a 
sweep of the 600cc Pro-Sport main 
events with his third consecutive 
Washington Speed Week victory in as 
many nights at the Mount Saint Helens 
Motorcycle Club-promoted TT at the 
Castle Rock Race Park. 

Hawk soared to a wire-to-wire win in 
the 12-rider, 10-lap Pro-Sport final to 
lead fellow Washingtonians Beau Z.

National 
number 35, Eli Price, got around early 
race leader John Hlebo III to post his 
best Speed Week showing thus far, a 
win in the 600cc Expert final, ahead of 
Jeff Annen and J.P. Simonsen. 

Expert and Pro-Sport riders turned 
out in large numbers, using tonight's 
race as a last-ditch chance to prepare for 
the upcoming National. Oregon’s Beau 
A. Brown, Price, and Annen were victo- 
rious in the three 600cc Expert class pre- 
liminaries, while Hawk and Californi- 
ans Jeff Gabhart and Matt Proto topped 
the 600сс Pro-Sport qualifiers. Lonny

Kopp and Marty Weissler posted victo- 
ries in the Expert and Pro-Sport semi- 
finals. 

Honda-mounted Nick Ohge’s week- 
long rampage of the 80cc classes was 
finalized with his impressive perfor- 
mances on the tacky course tonight. 
Despite incredible pressure from one of 
the district’s fastest riders, Andy Fay, 
Ohge held on to win the 80cc A final, 
edging Fay at the line. Derrick Oquist, 
Sam Halbert and Kenneth Hansen filled 
out the top five. 

Ohge came back two races later to do 
another number on the 80cc competi- 
tion, this time in the 80cc DTX final. 
Oghe got the necessary breathing room 
in his second win, as Fay was mired 
midpack for much of the final. Fay's 
charge was impressive, although it 
would only net him a fourth-place finish 
behind winner Ohge, Yamaha rider Eric 
DeBoer and Oquist, but ahead of Sam 
Halbert and Chris Calorie. 

A large number of Vintage class 
contestants were also on hand, the 
majority for Saturday's AHRMA 
National TT. This brought out the sea- 
son's largest gallery of Open Twin con- 
testants. Yamaha-mounted Todd Tracy 
grabbed the lead initially in the 12- 
rider final, but his lead would last less 
than a lap, as John Proto put his Yama- 
ha ahead of Tracy's ailing one and 
early on built up a tidy lead. Proto's 
hard riding, though, would be all for 
naught, as the race came to a. prema- 
ture end after Californian Maurice 
Ortega put his sano Rickman Triumph 
into the haybales. While the San Die- 
gan, Ortega, was uninjured he failed to 
make the restart, opting to save 
machinery and body for the following 
night. Oregon's Steve Kendig, another 
of the many ex-Experts in the field, led 
the restarted final, but Proto proved to 
be more than Kendig could handle as 
Proto grabbed the lead and never relin- 
quished it. 

Hawk's week-long domination of the 
600cc Pro-Sport class was finalized after 
his runaway win in the 10-lap final. 
Beau Z. Brown and Beers could do noth- 
ing to stop Hawk's performance, one in 
which the Preston, Washington, rider 
used to lap up to the sixth-place rider at 
the finish aboard his new ATK-powered 
machine. CN

ational number 70, John Hlebo III, 

was one of the multitude of out-of- 
e &staters to trickle in throughout 
Washington Speed Week, getting early 
practice for the upcoming AMA Nation- 
al Hot Shoe round at Castle Rock Race- 
way Park. Hlebo, indeed, got valuable 
track time by posting a victory in the 
600сс Expert main event. 

Hlebo fended off the race-long chal- 
lenges from last year’s Hot Shoe Nation- 
al winner Eli Price throughout the 12- 


lap final to lead Price and Oregon's 


Ryan Anderson on to podium positions, 
but more importantly, to gain momen- 
tum heading into the National. 

Hlebo and Price were winners of the 
two 600cc Expert preliminaries, and 
they utilized their choice picks on the 
front row to trail fast starter Ron Waters 
into turn one at the unleashing of the 12- 
rider final. Hlebo and Price would 
quickly drop the National number 30, 
Waters, back to third, then spend the 
remaining 11 laps in a wheel-to-wheel 
duel. 

Hlebo would outpower Price down 
the high-horsepower front straight, but 
Price would quickly narrow the gap in 
the TT's dogleg section. Hlebo fanned 


off Price's last-ditch attempt to over- 
take the Californian, earning Hlebo a 
long-overdue win here. Price finished a 
wheel behind Hlebo for second, fol- 
lowed by Ryan Anderson, who got by 
the fading Waters midway through the 
final but couldn't catch the 
Hlebo/Price battle. Waters and rookie 
Expert Aaron Weston filled out the top 
five. 

While the Rock Oil/Engines- 
Only/Rod Lake Racing-backed Hlebo's 
narrow win over Price was impressive, 
several other classes also showcased 
close finishes, such as the 50cc Modified 
final. While hardly at a similar pace as 
that of the 600cc machines, Jacob 
Lehman and J.D. Beach spent six laps in 
a side-by-side configuration, using 
drafting and several strategic moves 
before the race concluded in Lehman's 
favor by inches at the line. 

“I got inside coming out of the last 
turn by cutting inside of him (Beach), 
and then I got a really good drive at the 
finish,” the 7-year-old Cobra rider, 
Lehman, said. “That was really close.” 

Lehman and Beach would do battle 
again in the 50cc Senior final, although 
this time it would be in a confrontation 
for second place, as the AMA 50cc Ama- 
teur National Champion, Evan Aronson, 
maintained a large advantage to the fin- 
ish ahead of Lehman, who again would 
get the upper hand on LEM-mounted 
Beach for second place. 

Oregon's Nick Ohge started off the 
1999 season as a consistent top-three fin- 
isher, but has since turned into the 80сс- 
class dominator. Ohge led Derrick 
Oquist, Chris Calorie, Kenneth Hansen 
and Eric DeBoer in a close-knit pack, 
battling behind Ohge for second in the 
eight-rider final. Calorie displaced 
Oquist to settle into second, where he 
finished, behind Ohge. 

Kawasaki-mounted Kyle Ragsdale 
did similar damage in the 250cc A final, 
posting a wire-to-wire win aboard the 
ex-Darrell Davis KX-based machine. 
Ragsdale opened up a tidy lead early on 
and looked as if he were a runaway 
winner until Nick "Hot Shoe" Sellers 
came along and challenged Raqsdale 
after getting around Mitchell Pierce. 
Sellers, though, couldn't find a way 
around Ragsdale. 

Sellers, the former 80cc District 27 
champion, got incredible drive out of 
the final turn, but Ragsdale's race-long 
advantage was too much for the Honda 
rider to overcome. Sellers later came 
back to post victory in the Open DTX 
final in what was another come-from- 
behind performance, where he overtook 
Pierce and Hansen late in the race for a 
win. CN

Kurt Hawk was also a dominant 
performer with his sweep of the 600cc 
Pro-Sport class, a continuim of his dom- 
inance in the class this season. Hawk 
led Eric Beers and hometown hero Beau 
Z. Brown into the top three positions. 

Annen, riding the LOPKO/Thor/ 
Lynnwood Yamaha-backed Rotax, used 
the pole position in the 12-lap 600cc 
final to jump into an immediate lead at 
the start, a lead which the TT specialist 
would maintain throughout the final, 
despite the advances from last year's 
Expert class champion, Simonsen, and 
last year's Hot Shoe National winner, 
Price.

y now, you probably know what happened to 
motocrosser Jeff Emig. Busted for possession of 
marijuana and, as a result, given his walking 
papers from Kawasaki, the former supercross and 
National MX champion is quick to put this incident 
behind him and start replanning his future. 

During the early winter of 1985, Team Honda rider 
Ron Lechien was arrested in the Tokyo Airport for pos- 
session of a controlled substance, namely marijuana. 
Legend has it that Soichiro Honda, founder of the motor 
giant, had to pull some strings to get Lechien through 
customs and out of some very serious trouble. Lechien 
was ordered to fly immediately back home to America, 
where upon landing, he was informed that he had been 
terminated by Honda. The Japanese motorcycle compa- 
nies are a conservative lot, and anything resembling a 
drug offense, no matter how small, is seriously frowned 
upon. 

Well, some 14 years later, the sport of motocross has 
experienced another marijuana possession scandal, this 
time centered upon Team Kawasaki's Jeff Emig. Arrest- 
ed on Sunday, August 22, in Lake Havasu City, Ari- 
zona, for public consumption of alcohol and possession 
of marijuana, Emig was fired by his Kawasaki employ- 
ers just a few days later. 

Jeff Emig is, without a doubt, one of the most popu- 
lar and charismatic racers in the world. In fact it can be 
argued that when things were going well for him back 
in 1997 - when he clinched both the AMA 250cc Super- 
cross Championship and 250cc National Championship 
- his celebrity rivaled even that of the sport's golden 
boy, Jeremy McGrath. However, during the past two 
seasons, Emig seemed to get lost somewhere along the 
way, his results dropping off from previous National 
Championship-caliber levels. 

Then it all came crashing down on Emig in Lake 
Havasu. In an effort to find out how he's doing and 
what his future plans are, we contacted Jeff at his home 
in Riverside, California. And while a bit pensive, the 
former four-time AMA Champion remains optimistic, 
and positive about his future place in the sport. Here's 
what he had to say. 





Jeff, by now, we all know what played out at 

"Lake Havasu. Now that the muckraking and 
rumor mongering has died down a bit, how do you 
feel? 

I’m doing well and I'm excited about doing some- 

thing new. Never in my career have I had some- 
thing taken away from me. It's also been exciting for me 
to receive all the support from the industry and all the 
people that have called to say, 'anything I can do to 
help you,’ has been overwhelming. People have called 
from Europe, Australia, all over America. People from 
different sports have also called me to offer their sup- 
port. АП of this has made me feel very good about peo- 
ple in general. 


Was everyone understanding about what hap- 
pened? 
Well, not exactly. The initial thing I had to do was 
.call my father and explain to him what had hap- 
pened, to tell him I got in trouble and that it was my last 
ride with Kawasaki. You know you want your father to 
be proud of you, and he wasn't proud about what had 
happened. Now I have to work hard and make him and 
everyone see why I'm a champion. I just made a mis- 
take and it's been a major glitch in my program. 


The Lake Havasu incident took place over the 
lı weekend and within the span of two days, 
Kawasaki let it be known that you had been terminat- 
ed. It all happened very quickly. Did that surprise you 
at all? 

It seemed strange to me because it all happened so 

quick. I never had a meeting with anybody at 
Kawasaki and it was a real cut and dry situation. Hey, I 
know Kawasaki has business reasons for what hap- 
pened, they're looking at it from a business side. But on 
a personal side, a number of people from Kawasaki 
called me and said, ‘I'll help anyway I can.’ That made 
me feel good about people and that a sponsorship is

not just about having a logo pasted on you. I didn't 
speak to Bruce (Stjernstrom, Kawasaki's MX race team 
manager) himself. However, a lot of people in the com- 
pany were sad and wished me well. Whatever hap- 
pened was a business decision, and no matter what 
happened, Kawasaki is an awesome company that 
makes awesome products, and | had a great four years 
there. I also rode for them all through my amateur 
career. But all of this is the harsh reality of being a pro- 
fessional athlete. I have no bad feeling towards Bruce 
and Kawasaki, but it wasn't a happy situation there for 
me. We had been fighting a little bit all year and I just 
wasn't comfortable. ; 


à Before the season started you mentioned to us 
\/ that you would eventually like to have your own 
race team. Is that an idea you may now entertain, or 
would you rather hook up with an established team? 


, Well, I'm not doing anything without some serious : 


«money backing me. I’m not spending my own 
money - the money I made from racing. That would be 
a financial disaster. I need sponsors to do that. 


Has the phone been ringing a lot? 


Yes, the phone has been ringing. However, Гуе 

been real patient. I’m taking it all one step at a time. 
I’m going to be leaving in a few days for a race in Italy 
(the ‘Fastcross,’ held outside of Milan) and I'll be riding 
a Yamaha there. I’ve been doing some testing with Enzo 
Racing and Ross Maeda and the FMF guys, and I have a 
good bike to work with. l've never worked with FMF 
before and didn't know anything at all about what they 
had to offer, but they have been very helpful. 


During your career, you have won a Supercross 
Championship, three AMA National Champi- 
onships and some of the biggest races in the world. 
Can you still conjure up the motivation to win again? 
Yeah, yeah, definitely. I've been racing since I was 
four years old and it’s in my blood - being a com- 
petitor - I’ve got that in me and [ think I can win again. 


We've heard from some people in Europe that 

there are a number of high-profile Grand Prix 
teams very interested in your services. You have 
always been a phenomenal outdoor rider, would you 
consider packing it all up and riding the World Cham- 
pionship circuit? 

The World Championship? Yeah, I’ve actually 

thought about it a lot and a number of people have 
contacted me. I’ve also talked to Ryno (Ryan Hughes), 
and he's let me know what's going on over there. One 
of the big things he said was, “The tracks suck" But I 
guess they are working on that and that the organizers 
(the Action Group) are putting together a Dirt Wurks- 
type crew to go to each event and work on the tracks 
before each race. 


^ How have all the other riders reacted to your situ- 
ation? It's not like everyone out there is a saint. 
Yeah, you know some of the real straight ones 
snickered at me, but most everyone was super cool. 
I attended the last National at Steel City and it was 
super cool to be there and watch all the drama unfold. 
l've been through all that, so it was cool to be there see- 
ing it from the other side. But to answer your question, 
everybody has been real eool to me and no one is dig- 
ging on me. 


A lot of people understand what happened at 

Lake Havasu and have been very supportive of 
you. However, I would assume that not everyone has 
rallied around your cause. How do you answer to 
those folks? 

I have not had to deal with much of that yet. Unless 

you live the life in which I do, the life of a pro ath- 
lete, you wouldn't understand. Like my father, he 


doesn't know what I do with my days and nights. It’s а. 


situation where you don't pass judgment. I got arrested, 
but shit, how many people have driven home drunk 
from a victory party? I'm not justifying what I did, 
because it's against the law and against the rules of the 
sport and against everything about being a professional 
athlete. : 

You work all day long to be a better athlete. I made a 
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mistake and now I'm paying for it. It’s been a big learn- 
ing experience. 


, You are a very popular, high-profile racer. Has 
./ anyone come at you with a real off the wall-type 
offer to suit up for them? 
It's been interesting. 1 have certainly had some very 
interesting offers, but the money is pretty far off. 
l've even had an offer to race a 125. It's an interesting 
time for me now because I can race whatever I want. 
However, I know my place is on a 250, but I might go 
after the 125 deal - I don't know, I have a lot of opportu- 
nities to look at right now. But in reality a lot of this 
might hurt me financially right now. 
When you come down to it, l'm going to take a hit 
with money. ] 


; You and Jeremy Albrecht are close. How did what 
^ happened in Havasu affect you two? 
Yeah, Jeremy just bought a new home and needs 
security. If he leaves Kawasaki to work with me 
that would be great. If not, I understand because he 
needs his security right now. If I had a deal which 
would be secure for the future, I think he'd go with me. 
But right now I'd probably say he'll stay with Kawasa- 
ki. 
; With the Fastcross approaching, how did you end 
up choosing to ride the Yamaha? 
Well, with what happened, I was in a position to be 
able to ride all the bikes and get a feel for all of 
their characteristics.

." Wheelers. That withstanding, what will you miss 
most about being a factory worker? 
The fact that I recently began riding production 
\ bikes, I can really appreciate the work done by the 
factory teams to develop the bikes they sell to the pub- 
lic. After I was arrested and let go by Kawasaki, I had 
people telling me, “Со buy a production bike and race 
Binghamton.' But it's not like that. Why do you think a 
factory team has an 18-wheeler to work out of? They 
test all year long - the whole team - to make the bikes 
better and learn.

Jeff, a lot has changed for you in a very short

The answer is No; the YZ is still a 
top-notch motocrosser, and frankly, we 
would have been surprised if it wasn’t. 
Yes, it did get more tweaking than 
would seem logical for such a strong 
performer, but most of the changes were 
pretty safe. For example, it’s hard to get 
a rider compartment that’s too flat 
(Yamaha lowered the rear subframe by 
a full centimeter), and a lot of people 
were mimicking the factory team’s 
clutch-lever setup already (now they 
won't have to). 

When discussing 125cc MXers, the 
most important topic is power, and the 
Yamaha has it. We rode the bike at 
hard-packed Glen Helen and sandy 
LACR, and the YZ seemed comfortable 
in both locales. Our testers appreciated 
the broad, adaptable powerband, which 
allows the bike to be lugged down or 
revved out as conditions require. Lazy 
riders can ride the YZ125 a bit like a 250, 
which we discovered near the end of a 
45-minute grand prix in plus-100-degree 
heat. 

Suspension action is stellar, with the 
YZ refusing to kick to the side down 
rough straights. The bike does land hard 
from long, high jumps, however, a trait 
noticed more by faster pilots (see Pro 
Perspective sidebar). That said, we real- 
ly appreciate the option of individually 
adjusting high- and low-speed compres- 
sion damping - a feature available to 
only the factory riders until recently. 
Yes, it’s one more knob to tweak, but 
separating the adjustments actually 
makes it easier to ultimately dial in your 
suspension. Just take your time and con- 
centrate on one aspect of the shock’s 
performance at a time. 

As usual, Yamaha gets high marks 
for a comfortable package, with plenty 
of attention to detail. Moving the han- 
dlebar forward and lowering the seat's 
rear successfully opened up the pilot 
compartment, and there’s nothing to

impede the rider from moving around 
on the bike. Brakes are super-strong - 
especially the front - and the initial 
squeaking disappeared after a few rides. 
The new clutch adjuster is easily operat- 
ed without tools, and the clutch opera- 
tion itself is buttery smooth; unfortu- 
nately, the same cannot be said for the 
shifting - notchy and hesitant are more 
accurate adjectives. 

As for the new, white airbox, none of 
our testers are small enough to crawl 
inside and tell you if it's actually cooler 
(the supposed reason for the lack of pig- 
ment), but we can stand on the outside 
and tell you it gets scuffed up by the 
time you reach the end of the start 
straight. On the plus side, it's now easier 
to spot (and. presumably remove) grease 
and dirt on the inside walls (though 
anyone larger than a hamster will have 
to remove the seat to do so). 

Fine, so the YZ125 15 still a good bike, 
but is it still the top of the eight-liter 
heap? In order to answer that question 
accurately, we - and consequently, you - 
will have to wait for the more extensive 
direct comparison in the Cycle News 
125cc Shootout. CN

AUBURN, CA, SEPT. 3 
rmer World Speedway Champion 

Billy “The Bullet” Hamill finally got 

the speedway win he’s been after 
since he was 10 years old. 

"After I won the World Champi- 
onship my very next thought was how 
much I wanted to win the National," the 
personable Hamill said after winning the 
1999 AMA National Speedway Champi- 
onship main event. “I’ve come close 
before, I’m just thankful for the chance. 
This is so great for me. I love it. " 

Hamill, who was scheduled to hop a 
flight early Saturday for a race in Poland 
on Sunday, finished his impressive 
night's work with a possible broken 
wrist. Hamill's right wrist was injured in 
the main event when Exide teammate 
Greg Hancock inadvertently ran over him 
and the two former world champions, 
and Mike Faria ended up in the tum two 
dirt. 

Hamill was obviously shaken, but 
eventually remounted his bike, joined 
the restart and won his first National 
Championship. Charlie "The Edge" 
Venegas put in a good run and finished 
second. Faria didn't get the gate he was 
looking for in the restart and finished 
third. Hancock, trying to defend his title 
on a bike loaned to him by Josh Larson, 
finished fourth. 


ROUND 1

and Greg Hancock took each other wide 
in the first lap. Hicks recovered to claim 
the runner-up spot. Faria got his first 
victory of the meeting when he outgat- 
ed, and then outrode, Billy Janniro and 
Charlie Venegas. Venegas was in jeop- 
ardy of going scoreless in the heat until 
he managed to get around Shawn 
McConnell in the late going. | 


For Bobby Hedden, the last heat of 
the first round proved to be prophetic. 
Hedden joked during the rider parade 
introductions that he was, "Going to 
win, or go through the fence," which is 
exactly what his bike did after he found 
himself out of control in the first turn 
while trying to avoid Hamill, who got 
off the starting line quickest but admit- 
tedly couldn't get the bike turned in the 
corner and took the field wide with him. 
One the restart, Hanill managed to 
make it through to the checkered flag 
and earned three points. Schwartz 
stayed on Hamill's tail and collected the 
two points for second place. 


ROUND 2 


Faria continued his flawless night 
with the win ahead of the seemingly 
unshaken Hedden and first-time 
National participant lan Ferris. Hamill 
also kept his maximum score intact, 
leading the way in heat two, followed 
by Janniro, Manchester and the quick- 
starting but mysteriously fading Sise- 
more, who ended up bouncing off the 
crash wall at one point. 

In the last two heats of the round, 
Hancock and Venegas both got them- 
selves back on the leaderboard with 
wins. Hancock beat Larson and 
McConnell, while Venegas took a point 
from Bast and two from reserve Chad 
Felicio, who entered the race after Ryan 
Fisher removed himself with a nasty 
third-lap spill. Fisher, who may have 
separated his shoulder in the incident, 
was through for the night. 

Schwartz was the second rider off the 





line but faded after Bast moved inside of 
him on lap two and took over the run- 
ner-up position. 


ROUND 3 


Schwartz opened up the middle 
round by flashing his old “Gatemeister” 
persona, Sisemore took second place 
from the. pole and McConnell had his 








second-straight third-place point. 
Tommy Hedden got a spot in the next 
heat, subbing for Robert Curry, who 
began his heat prior to the starting tapes 
and was disqualified. Venegas took his 
second straight win in that one, leading 
Gary Hicks and the aforementioned 
Hedden. Manechester’s legendary 
mechanical ailments continued to plague 
him when his reserve bike sputtered 
home in last due to a fried ignition box. 
Faria and Hamill met in the next 
heat, and “Flyin’” Mike was impeccable 
off the line, leading Hamill through four 
perfect laps. Hancock got the night's 
second win from gate four when he 
topped pole sitter Bobby Hedden and 
Janniro. Bast was off pace at the start 
and finished an uncharacteristic last. 


ROUND 4 


The opening heat of the fourth round 
was pivotal. Venegas appeared to have 
Hamill and Hancock beat on the outside 
line after Hancock got the best gate from 
the pole. Unfortunately for “The Edge,” 
lan Ferris crashed and brought out the 
red flag. Hamill got the gate on the re- 
start, and Venegas had to fight to grab 
second in the late-going. Hancock drift- 
ed off the pace late and ended up last, 
behind reserve rider Tommy Hedden. 

Bobby Hedden owned the next heat, 
going start to finish ahead of McConnell 
and reserve riders Chad Felicio and 
brother Tommy, who was on back-to- 
back rides. 

Larsen got his first win in heat three. 
Schwartz was second and Janniro third. 
Hicks came off the line even with the 
leader but couldn’t get around the cor- 
ner and floundered to the back. 

Faria went four for four in the 
round's last event. The all-Northern Cal- 
ifornia-rider heat found Sisemore in sec- 
ond, ahead of the struggling Bast and 
Curry. Faria led the way with 12 points 
with one round to go. Hamill was a 
point behind with 11 and Venegas was 
third with nine. 


FINAL ROUND 


Janniro won his first heat of the night 
at the right time. His three-point net 
upped his total to nine, which would 
put him in a run-off for a spot in the B 
main. In one of the night's most exciting 
finishes, Faria finally dropped a point - 
in fact he dropped a couple - when 
Schwartz got away first and then 
seemed to stall in front of Faria. Han- 
cock slipped around them both and took 
the win. Hancock's third win of the 
night left him at 10 points and propelled 
him straight into the B Main. Larson did 
likewise in the next-to-last heat. His win 
over Venegas left him with 10 points 
and a direct transfer into the B. Venegas 
gained second, which was still enough 
for a direct transfer to the A main. Hicks 
finished off his night with a perfect 
tapes-to-flag win. 


RUN-OFF 


Faria, Hamill and Venegas were 
tucked away in the A main, awaiting the 
winner of the B main. Larson and Han- 
cock were in the B with 10 points apiece. 
The last two spots would have to be 
filled by Janniro, Bobby Hedden or 
Schwartz, who all finished with nine 
points each. Schwartz continued his 
impressive night when he took the run- 
off over Bobby Hedden and a dejected 
Janniro, who ran second until Hedden 
passed him at the midpoint. 


B MAIN 


Schwartz blasted out of gate two and 
led 99 percent of the race. Hancock 
worked on "Boogaloo" for all four laps 
and finally, miraculously in fact, edged 





out the win by inches at the line. 

"Not bad for a old guy, huh?" 
Schwartz kidded while the crowd still 
buzzed in the background after his 
impressive second-place run. ^I thought 
I had Greg, but he got me by about four 
inches at the line.” Hancock's win 
transferred him into the final and kept 
his back-to-back title hopes alive. 


A MAIN 


Faria, who transferred directly to the 
main with 13 points, choose to start 
from the pole for the main event. Hamill 
tallied 12 and had the next pick, and 
predictably picked lane two. Venegas 
was the last direct transfer, with 11, and 
stayed in line with his grid-three choice. 
Hancock, who narrowly beat an impres- 
sive Bobby Schwartz in the B main final, 
filled out the field from the outside in 
lane four. The first attempt at the sea- 
son's final race ended quickly as Hamill 
beat Faria to the first turn by a half a 
bike length only to have the newly 


crowned Auburn track champion fail to 
turn, which took the whole field wide 
into the first-turn pasture. Faria angled 
off and fell down in front of the crash 
wall but Hancock had nowhere to go 
and ended up piling onto Hamill who 
had already laid his bike down to avoid 
Faria. Immediately after the pileup, 
Hancock rushed to his Exide teammate's 
aid, noticeably aware of the seriousness 
of the altercation. Hamill stayed down 
on the track for a couple of minutes and 
then, much to the delight of he capacity 
crowd, rose and staggered back to check 
on his bike. 

“I’m supposed to ride in Poland 
tomorrow, but obviously that ain't hap- 
pening," Hamill after the crash. "I'm 
gonna go to the doctor tonight and get 
this thing checked out." 

On the restart, Haniill, who could 
barely grip the throttle and was worried 
about being able hold on long enough, 
got the quick start and led the tightly 
packed field through the first turn. Faria 
and Venegas both gated behind Hamill 
and went about attacking the leader. 
With Faria inside and Venegas outside, 
Hamill had his hands full and couldn't 
afford the slightest bobble or error. 
Meanwhile, Hancock, who lined up for 
the restart on reserve rider Chad Feli- 
cio's Jawa, opted to change to Larson's 
GM when it was offered to him by it's 
owner, who dashed it across the infield 
just seconds before Hancock was about 
to stage. Hancock got a decent start from 
lane four, but had nowhere to go in turn 
two and was relegated to trailing the 
leaders as they battled toward the flag. 

For the first two laps, Faria and Vene- 
gas took turns assuming the second-place 











position; on lap three Venegas finally 
edged in front and got slightly clear of 
Faria as starter Mark Joiner readied the 
white flag. All three front-runners stayed 
in a tight group throughout the final. 
Hamill remained flawless for all four laps 
and pumped his fist in the air tri- 
umphantly as he took the checkered flag 
aboard his Exide Battery / Arai/Talon 
GM. Venegas held on to second place and 
was noticeably disappointed, but prag- 
matic, after the event. 

“I obviously wanted to win, but I 
guess it wasn't my year," Venegas said. 
“I finished in front of all the guys who 
ride in the states, so I'll just have to be 
happy with that. ГЇЇ be back next year 
'cause this is where my heart is." 

Faria, who under the old five-heat, 
total-points scoring system would have

been the champion, with 13 points, fin- 
ished in third. When asked about hav- 
ing to run a main event after topping the 
points, Faria remained open-minded. 

_ “I knew coming in that I had to win 
the main to get the title," Faria said. "T 
was ready to pull it off, but it just didn't 
happen. I congratulate Hamill. He went 
out and won it." 

Hancock finished in fourth place, but 
seemed every bit as happy as Hamill 
when he joined him for the celebratory 
checkered flag lap. CN

he once-famous Honda CR125 
is not noted for its raw power in 
the 1999 model. The '99 motor 
lacks power off the bottom, turns on in 
the midrange and then drops off the 
face of the earth on top. Because we 
miss the CR125 of old so much, we set 
out to spruce up our '99, 

We turned to Tom Morgan Racing 
with the faith that the one-time tuner for 
Jeff Ward could put some life into the 
lazy motor. The head, cylinder and carb 
were shipped to Tom at his Lake Hava- 
su hide-away. You don't want a motor

that might outperform your suspension, 
or vice versa, so we went ahead and 
sent the fork and shock as well. Tom 
started work on the components before 
the UPS guy even drove away. A few 
days later, a Wiseco Flat Top piston 
came boxed up with the motor and sus- 
pension, as well as a Cometic gasket and 
V-Force reed cage. 

After throwing everything back 
together, we broke in the engine and 
then set out to do some hard laps at 
Glen Helen Raceway Park. TMR 
changed the slide in the carburetor and 
modified it a bit in the process. Then he 
jetted it for us with the knowledge that 
most of our testing would take place at

The stock CR125 motor definitely needed 
a little more meat down low and up top. 
TMR’s motor mods gave us the low end 
we were looking for and even improved 
the already stellar mid. For short starting 
straight aways, it’s holeshot city, but for 
longer ones the little five-speed still lacks 
up top. 


Glen Helen, so jetting was spot-on from 
the word Go. 

We were impressed with the 
improvements to the motor right off the 
bat. Equipped with a Bill’s Pipe, the 
motor pulled hard enough out of turns 
even for some of our professional and 
heavier test riders. Of course the addi- 
tion of a 53-tooth rear sprocket didn’t 
hurt either. Stock is a 52, and even with 
the engine mods we felt it needed 
another tooth. 

Overall, the motor was cleaned up 
very nicely with no misses in the power- 
band. The midrange improved the most, 
but that was no surprise, as it was the 
part of the engine that needed the least 
amount of work. The only area that the 
motor lacked was on the very top. Still, 
the additions were a welcome improve- 
ment. TMR turned a sleeper into a mod- 
ified motorcycle with a motor just as 
good as any other stock 125cc machine. 
You could go buy another 125, leave the 
engine stock and still be able to compete 
against the highly modified CR125, but 
you would also be giving up the excel- 
lent Honda craftmanship. 

On the suspension side of things, we 
had TMR spring the bike for a 180- 
pound Novice. No one managed to bot- 
tom out the shock or fork, which on the 
stock springs was easy to do, especially 
for a rider of almost 200 pounds. The 
setup let the suspension absorb more of 
the terrain, and putting power to the 
ground was no problem at all. 

TMk’s suspension mods do not come 
cheap, because they work. The fork and 
the shock springs were changed and 
many of the internals were modified. If 
you look around the pits at an AMA 
Supercross or national motocross, you'll 
notice that a lot of privateers are sprung 
on TMR suspension - and now we know 
why. We were able to use the bike on 
Glen Helen's National MX track and the 
Stadium SX track, only changing a few 
clicks here and there. 

Our entire CR125 project cost over 
$1000, however TMR can adjust your 
'99 CR125 to your liking for any amount 
that you are willing to spend. If you are 
àn. aspiring professional racer or even 
just a serious novice, the entire package 
is a worthy investment. It can mean the 
difference between going home from 
the track with a sense of achievement 
and a first place trophy, or just going 
home. CN

some mistakes, and was upset with his 
ride through the last three sections.

As reported in "In the Wind" two weeks ago, 
champion Dougie Lampkin is being courted 
by- Honda-Montesa, but a decision has yet to 
be made. "After the Trial des Nations, he will 
examine the: possible offers," said Lampkin's 
father, Martin. Hónda-Montesa manager 
Miguel Cirera- confirmed this: “At the moment, 
nothing concrete has been done.” Current 
Honda-Montesa riders Marc Colomer and 
Takahisa Fujinami were equally noncommital. 
Lampkin's contract with Beta expires at sea- 
son's end. 


Though the event was held in Switzerland, the 
little town of Biasca is in the Italian-speak- 
ing Ticino region, near the Italian border. 
Many Italian riders were therefore on hand, 
and should be next week for the circuit's final 
stop in Italy itself. Five years ago, the Biasca 
venue had been used as the series’ final stop.

LIEROP, HOLLAND, SEPT. 5 

t was hot at Lierop, scene of the 

Dutch 500cc MX GP finale, but the 

Husaberg still kept going for once, as 
Joel Smets devastated the opposition in 
the second moto to snatch his fourth GP 
win of the season and salvage thé series 
bronze medal. 

As the deposed champ gave team- 
mate Danny Theybers, who had splut- 
tered around for the final 20 minutes, a 
wide berth when he lapped him, it was 
jested to Smets’ mechanic Glenn Wood- 
man that Joel didn’t want to get too 





close to Theybers in case Theybers’ igni- 
tion problem was contagious. 

“Joel’s motor is on the verge of going 
the same way (as Theybers’ ignition),” 
Woodman said of the temperamental 
ignition. “That’s why he (Smets) forced 
hard in the early laps to build a lead. He’s 
been cruising on low revs to keep the 
motor temperature down since halfway.” 

The Belgian was not the only winner 
on the day. Willie Van Wessel narrowly 
defeated Smets to win the opener after 
both had fallen in the early laps. 

“Yes, I fell down on purpose,” joked 
the Dutchman. But for that fall, the race 
would have gone to a further lap as Van 
Wessel had taken the two-lap board at 
40 minutes and one second - and the 
Husky spluttered through the final 500 
feet as the final drops of fuel were 
drained from the tank. 

The injured Yves Demaria’s failure to 
start meant that the first three places in 
the championship were decided before 
the gate dropped for race one, but, if 
this was a “dead race” (because the title 
had already been clinched), it was any- 
thing but boring. 

New champion Andrea Bartolini was 
already on the ground at turn one. 

“Johan Boonen had the holeshot and 
switched his line as he entered the 
turn,” Bartolini. “My front wheel hit his 
rear and down I went.” 

Up front, the first four placings 
changed every lap for 20 minutes. First 
Boonen led, then Van Wessel, then Boo- 
nen went ahead again when the Dutch- 
man fell on lap five; and wild card 
Remy Van Rees shrugged off a virus to 
lead through the middle of the race 
before Van Wessel and Smets came 
charging past to set up a dramatic finale. 
Had the race gone to an extra lap, it is 
doubtful many would have finished. 

Jochen Jasinski, a superb seventh, 
admitted, "The motor was spluttering 
all around the last lap. I lost a little fuel 
when I fell early on, but not enough for 
a complete extra lap." 

Teammate Chris Burnham, having 
discarded another top-six chance with 
two falls, took no chances. 

“When I saw Willie close behind, I 
pulled over to let myself be lapped," 
Burnham said. "I had just enough fuel 
to get me back to the truck." 

The tactic paid dividends with the 
point which was to salvage his top-10 
ranking, as Avo Leok, running eighth, 
ground to a halt halfway around the lap 
with a dry tank. 

The numerous falls were explained 
by Peter Johansson. 

“The sand is so soft," he said. "If you 
shut off the throttle a split second too 
early entering the berm, the front wheel 
will dig in and throw you off." 

With Johansson's teammate Shayne

King dropping backward from an initia] 
second due to arm pump, the Swede 
was left alone as KTM pushed to deny 
Yamaha the Manufacturers' title. Up to 
fourth at one stage, he finished fifth. 

“I went through a bad patch at half 
an hour and Boonen passed me back," 
King said. 

And that was not quite enough to 
maintain the team's hopes, as Miska 
Aaltonen, his ankle strapped heavily 
after a Saturday fall, battled through to 
ninth. Had the Finn faltered, Bartolini's 
recovery to 11th would also have 
secured matters. 

Race two was one of survival. Even 
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national enduro champ Toine Van Dijk 
wanted to stop, but his crew repeatedly 
sent him back out again. "You're in the 
money,” his crew chief would say. 
"There's only 23 still in the race.” 

Bartolini took the holeshot, but Smets 
swept past to lead by three seconds after 
a lap, seven seconds after two laps and 
23 - now over King - after 20 minutes. 
The Belgian was cruising to save his 
motor, but the rest were in dire 
straights. In his farewell GP, the Kiwi 
suffered stomach cramps from halfway, 
while Max Bartolini, no relation to the 
new champ, collapsed at the feet of the 
first aid center after finishing sixth. 

Champion Bartolini rounded off his 
season with a fourth, "But the combina- 
tion of the Indian-summer heat and the 
energy-sapping sand started to get me 
after half an hour," he admitted. 

Johansson pulled off with late-season 
blues. 

"Smets hit me hard in the first turn 
and I was off the leaderboard," he said. 
“I have nothing left to fight for and 
could not motivate myself to carry on." 

Van Rees also went out early. The 
first moto had been his first finish for a 
month after picking up a viral infection. 

No Americans contested the race. 
Trampas Parker decided after Finland 
that it would be wiser to return straight 
to his Italian base rather than exert 
undue stress on his troublesome knee. 
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Yves Demaria and Sandro Puzar rest- 
ed their sprained ankles, Bernd Ecken- 
bach reported an eye infection, and Bel- 
gian ace Werner Dewit, looking to ride 
his first GP of the year after re-breaking 
his leg in an early season warm-up race, 
never made it past the first free practice. 
Without even crashing, the bone again 
fractured for the third time in 15 
months. CN

5 

ichael Taylor ended a frustrating 

oyota Canada Superbike Cham- 

ionship season in style by dom- 

inating the final round at Shannonville 

Motorsport Park. The Toronto rider took 

his Kawasaki ZX-9R to convincing wins 

in both the qualifying heat and feature 

race at the Honda Motorcycles Dunlop 

Challenge and broke the series' oldest 
lap record along the way. 

However, the late flourish was not 
enough to prevent Francis Martin from 
clinching the 1999 title. With a careful 
ride to fifth aboard his Kawasaki ZX- 
7RR, Martin was assured of his first 
national pro road racing crown. 

“It was the longest race of my 
career," said the 25-year-old Martin, 
who was presented with the keys to a 
Toyota Tundra full-sized pickup from 
the series sponsor, Toyota Canada, on 
the podium. "I only wanted to finish the 
race, not push too hard." 

Outgoing series champion Jordan 
Szoke placed second on his Waznie Rac- 
ing Honda CBR900RR, 5.52 seconds 
behind Taylor after 14 laps of the 2.5- 
mile Shannonville “Long Course," and 
slipped ahead of Jeff Williams for third 
in the final standings. 

Frank Trombino scored ‘his best 
career national Superbike result by tak- 
ing third on his Kawasaki ZX-7RR. 

Martin was well-placed to seal up the 
Superbike title when the series arrived 
at Shannonville, although with 60 points 
available at the final round (10 for a heat 
win and 50 for victory in the feature), 
three riders still had a mathematical 
shot at overhauling him. Taylor sat sec- 
ond in the standings with 247 points, 34 
behind Martin's 281. Williams was third 
with 236, and Szoke, winner of the pre- 
vious three races, was just a point 
behind in fourth. 

If Taylor was going to go down to 
defeat, however, he was going to go 
down fighting. He put on an impressive 
display in Saturday's eight-lap qualifying 
race, leading by two seconds after the 
opening lap and eventually beating Szoke 
by 5.20 seconds. Martin settled for third. 

Szoke got six points for his runner- 
up result and moved ahead of Williams 
into third in the standings. Williams had 
fallen in turn nine on the second lap, 
remounted and placed 18th. 

Martin earned four points for his 
heat-race finish. With his lead now 
trimmed to 28 points, the French Cana- 
dian needed to place eighth or better on 
eei to lock up the title. 

Taylor repeated his heat performance 
in the feature event. He led into turn one 
after the Dunlop starting lights switched 
to green, and that was the last the rest of 
the field saw of him. 

By the end of lap two, the two-time 
Superbike champion was already three 
seconds clear, thanks in part to a scintil- 
lating second lap of 1:45.27 that beat Pas- 
cal Picotte's 6-year-old national Super- 
bike track record of 1:45.32. By lap eight,

his advantage was up to eight seconds. 

"| was worried about Jordan," Taylor 
said. “I'd heard he was fast in practice, 
and I was worried that if I didn't build a 
good cushion, he would give me some 
trouble." 

But Szoke was never a factor. After 
putting in some impressive laps in the 
morning practice, the Brantford, 
Ontario, rider struggled with his Erion- 
built CBR900RR in the feature. He spent 
the early laps in third place, a couple of 
seconds behind Trombino, but closed 
onto the tail of the Kawasaki by lap 
seven and took second place entering 
turn two on the penultimate lap. 

“I'm thankful I finished like I did,” 
Szoke said. "The bike was great this 
morning and we were near the lap 
record, but this afternoon I couldn't get 
any drive anywhere. Second is a lot bet- 
ter than 1 thought I would get halfway 
through the race." 

Trombino briefly tried to regain sec- 
ond over the final lap and a half, but 
elected instead to settle for third. The 
Woodbridge, Ontario, rider had been 
racing with a badly broken scaphoid all 
season, but had a lighter cast put on for 
Shannonville that allowed his wrist 
greater mobility. 

The cautious Martin fell behind both 
Neil Jenkins' Fast Company Suzuki 
GSX-R750 and the Pepsi Yamaha YZF- 
R1 of Kevin Graham on the opening lap, 
leaving him sixth. 
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Jenkins, turning his fastest laps of the 
weekend on the improved Suzuki, 
quickly pulled away from Graham and 
Martin and ran a lonely fourth the rest 
of the way. 

Martin got around Graham on lap 
four and was soon caught by Williams, 
who had made an impressive charge 
from 17th on the grid. Williams took 
sixth, and his comeback from the previ- 
ous day's adversity earned his team the 
Schwinn Toyota Tundra Hard Luck 
Award. 

The battle for the International Motor- 
cycle Supershow Open Sport Bike title 
was much closer than that for the Super- 
bike crown coming into Shannonville. 
Pilon led Taylor, the defending class 
champion, by 19 points, and that margin 
came down by four when Taylor beat the 
St. Jérôme rider in Saturday's heat race. 

As in Superbike, Taylor charged into 
the lead with his ZX-9R at the start of 
Sunday's feature, but Taylor's title bid 
ended on the second lap when he fell in 
turn six. 

“I braked a little too soon and was а 
little bit too far inside for the corner,"

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Taylor explained. "I got on the gas a bit 
more and it unweighted the front 
enough to cause it to wash out." 

Trombino took over the lead when 
Taylor went down and rode cleanly to a 
10.33-second victory, his first career 
national pro win. Pilon held second 
until Szoke passed him on lap eight of 
the 10-lap race, but he secured the title 
with a third-place finish. 

Linnley Clarke had already wrapped 
up the Yoshimura 600cc Sport Bike title 
before the final round, but he and Owen 
Weichel waged a fierce battle for the 
race win at Shannonville. 

. Clarke had his Yamaha YZF-R6 in 
front as the pair started the final lap, but 
Weichel took his Hyd-Mech Saws/ 
Transpro Freight /Janna Systems Honda 
CBR600F4 down the inside entering 
turn seven, and Clarke fell. Weichel 
went on to score his third win of the 
year, 12.25 seconds ahead of Mark 
Orchard on the Durmach R6. 

“I knew I had to lead onto the back 





straight to have a chance to win," Weichel 
explained. ^I feel unfortunate he (Clarke) 
fell. I didn't want it to end that way." 
Jean-Francois Cyr, on another R6, 
came out on top of a fantastic three-bike 
battle for the final podium spot, passing 
the Suzuki GSX-R600 of Neil Jenkins in 
the hairpin on the final lap and then get- 
ting around Scott Spicer's Team Cops 
Honda CBR600F4 two corners from the 
finish. CN

CARSON CITY, NV, AUG. 15 
J1/Spy/Michael's Cycles-spon- 
sored Nathan Tiearney outraced.a 
dozen other 125cc Pro contenders 

at the opening northern round of the 

CMC Trans-Cal Nationals at Silver State 

Raceway, splitting moto wins with 

Team Green's Jeff Northrop but coming 

out ahead in the second moto to take the 

overall win. The 17-year-old Carson 

City native also finished a respectable 

fourth in the 250cc Pro contest. 

The 125cc Pro field featured quite a 
few rookies, but the new riders trailed 
an old pro as the action began with long- 
time Nevada Pro racer Jon Nelson taking 
the early lead ahead of Northrop, Tiear- 
ney, Aaron Burns, Brian Foster, Chris 
Vendley, Freddie Wiechers, Kenny Bell, 
Dennis Stapleton, Jarrod Fisher and the 
rest. Nelson's lead was short-lived, how- 
ever, as Northrop was on fire, and by the 
second lap he had surged into the lead, 
with Tiearney close behind. Meanwhile, 
Burns dispatched Nelson back to fourth 
place, with Foster hanging tough in fifth. 
As the top five raced in order and 
clicked off the laps, Stapleton was work- 
ing his way toward the front, and by the 
halfway point he was breathing down 
Foster's neck. Stapleton banged bars 
with Foster before making the pass. 
Then he went to work on a fading Nel- 
son. At the white flag, Stapleton was 
firmly in fourth. On the last lap, Wiech- 
ers made his move and passed Nelson to 
race in fifth place until the checkered 
flag. At the finish, it was Northrop cross- 
ing the line first, followed by Tiearney, 
Burns, Stapleton and Wiechers. 

Vendley absconded with the holeshot 
in the second go-around, with Wiechers, 
Bell, Foster and Tiearney in tow. 
Northrop gated poorly, and then he 
went down on the back side of the 
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course in a pileup that took down sever- 
al other racers as well. Northrop 
remounted quickly but rejoined the race 
at the back of the pack. 

As the leaders approached the scor- 
ing tower to mark their first lap, it was a 
three-way battle for the lead, with 
Wiechers inches ahead of Bell and Tiear- 
ney, as Vendley fell back to fourth, just 
ahead of Foster. It was a wild ride for the 
leaders, with the wildest ride that of Bell, 
who bounced around the track, pushing 
hard to try to get around Wiechers. 
Tiearney stood his ground in third place, 
and the pitched battle helped the top 
three pull away slightly from the rest of 
the field of racers. АП through the pack, 
close racing was the rule - all the way 
back to last place. Bell kept hammering 
at Wiechers and eventually powered 
past him to take the lead, and on the 
next lap Tiearney also moved ahead of 








Wiechers to claim the second-place posi- 
tion. Bell raced out front for two laps 
while Tiearney closed in and began to 
apply the pressure as the riders went at 
it hammer and tongs. By the halfway 
point, Bell was wrung out, and a hard- 
charging Tiearney flew into the lead. 
Meanwhile, Northrop was quickly 
headed toward the front, leaping all the 
way up to fifth place by midmoto. On 
the next lap, Northrop overtook Foster, 
charged past Wiechers, and went to 
work on Bell. Next, Northrop traded 
paint with Bell, who wasn't going to 
give up the position without a fight. 
After half a lap of close racing, Northrop 
pushed past and headed off after the 
leader. Bell tried to keep pace with 
Northrop, but by this point Northrop

was turning his fastest lap times yet; this 
pushed Bell to the limit and beyond. Bell 
got wildly out of shape in the whoops 
and went down hard with just two laps 
remaining in the race. 

"The whoops were pretty mellow, 
but the one at the end is just huge - it's 
like a wall. I came into it a little side- 
ways and it pitched me straight over the 
bars," said Bell, who landed .hard 
enough to break his helmet. "I definitely 
crashed hard, and I decided to call it a 
day." 

After Bell's mishap, all eyes were on 
Northrop, whose incredible charge had 
brought him from last to second. Soon 
he was within five seconds of Tiearney, 
who could see Northrop coming on 
strong. 

“1 kept looking back and I could see 
him coming, so I had to get on the gas," 
said Tiearney.

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Tiearney put his head down and 
throttled up, slowing Northrop’s 
progress, but Northrop closed the gap 
nonetheless and was within two sec- 
onds of Tiearney when the white flag 
flew. The race was intense throughout 
the final lap, and as the racers 
approached the last turn, Northrop 
was right on Tiearney’s rear tire. Going 
across the finish line, it was a close 
one, but Tiearney did prevail to take 
the moto win and first overall for the 
day. 
“I knew he (Northrop) was fast here, 
so I had to really get on it," said Tiear- 
ney. "I'm glad he did that (push me). It 

was good for both of us." 

The final moments of racing were 
equally close behind the leaders. Staple- 
ton, Fisher and Wiechers finished within 
one bike length of one another to round 
out the top five. CN

ALBANY, OR, SEPT. 5 

ithout a doubt, Yamaha rider 
Dustin Nelson feels right at 
home on the supercross track at 
the Albany Motorsports Park. For the 
second year in a row, Nelson has left his 
mark here with a win in the AMA West- 
ern Four-Stroke National Motocross 
Series. Nelson scored his first win thus 
far in the seven-race series with his 1-1 
sweep, and the racer from El Cajon, Cal- 
ifornia, left the Pacific Northwest with 
the class points lead in hand; Nelson's 
159-point tally leads Scott Myers’ 148- 
point tabulation, which left the leader 
coming into the Albany round, Nathan 
Woods, a distant third at 143. 

Nelson earned $1350 from the $5000 
purse by scoring the overall win, first 
dominating the opening 25-minute- 
plus-two-laps moto - a wire-to-wire per- 
formance - and then coming back in the 
second moto to overtake the winner of 
the Washougal round, Brian “Spud” 
Walters, to finalize his double moto 
romp. Walters finished second overall 
via 2-2 performances, beating local 
favorite Ryan Leach, whose 3-3 placings 
netted him the final podium position in 
his series debut. 

Last year, Woods gave Yamaha its 
first moto victory in what was up until 
that point an KTM/Husaberg-dominat- 
ed series, and he finished out this day in 
a disappointing seventh overall. Woods 
crashed while running in third in moto 
one, and then he came up short off a 
jump in moto two, mangling a shift 
lever. Woods ended up with 12-4 plac- 
ings. 

Walters, Nelson and Husaberg- 
mounted Jimmy LaMastus jumped out 
front of the first moto, but a gate mal- 
function left several riders stranded and 
the race was quickly red-flagged. 

Nelson grabbed the holeshot in moto 
one, also picking up the additional 
holeshot money funded by Dunrite, fol- 
lowed closely by LaMastus, Woods and 
Myers. Walters was quick to move into 
second, and he hounded Nelson from 
that point, with LaMastus in close prox- 
imity. 

Nelson, riding the Motoworld of El 
Cajon/FMF/Enzo/Pirelli-backed Yama- 
ha, and White Brothers/Yamaha/ 
O’Neal-supported Walters broke free 
from Premier Motorsports’ LaMastus, 
leaving the Idaho rider with his hands 
full, as both Myers and Woods were 
gunning from behind. LaMastus, 
though, lost the position when the car- 
buretor on his 2000 Husaberg fell off. 

Woods and Myers continued to do 
battle over the final rostrum position. 
Several laps later, Woods took a soil 
sample and dropped off the lead lap. 
Leach forged forward, which shook up 
the order, as Leach carved from an ini- 
tial 13th place to settle into third. 

Woods’ title hopes were looking 
more dim, although he finished in 12th 








place after re-entering the race in 20th 
after his crash. 

“I crashed while running third - that 
stinks,” Woods said. “By the time I got 
going again, the leaders had already 
lapped me, so I wasn’t sure how far 
back I was. This is so disappointing.” 

But for Nelson, who seized the 
opportunity to take the points lead, it 
was a sweet first-moto victory, as he led 
Walters to the finish by six seconds. 

"That's the way to do it,” exclaimed 
Nelson. “Get out front early and keep it 
there. I needed to do that to beat Spud. 
He’s tough to get around on a track like 





this. At first I was pissed off when I saw 
the red flags waving (on the initial start) 
while (1 was) in second, but after lead- 
ing the restart, I thought, “Man, this is 
great!’” 

Walters finished second, followed by 
Leach, Myers, Beau Baron, Cliff Cook, 
Jesse Allen, Josh Chisum, Roby Leach 
and KTM rider Grayson Hart, who 
rounded out the top 10. 

Walters grabbed holeshot honors in 
the second moto. Nelson, LaMastus and 
Woods were clinging to his rear wheel 
at the head of the 20-rider field. Walters’ 
strong starting performance enabled 
him to open up a nice lead early on, 
although Nelson quickly regained his 
composure and chased down Walters. 

“Т was right on him (Walters) for a 
couple of laps, but then I lost ground,” 
Nelson said of his early-race faltering. 
"Then I got in my groove and caught 
him, figuring I'd better do it quick or it 
was all over with." 

Once around Walters, Nelson, with 
the lead in hand, went on to open up a 
10-second lead over the fading Walters, 
while behind the duo there was a battle 
between Woods and Leach, the latter

initially starting off fifth and then pick- 
ing off Myers for fourth and setting his 
sights on Woods. 

Woods came up short on a jump, 
slightly damaging his machine, and in 
the altercation his shift lever had been 
bent so badly that he was left stranded 
in fourth gear. This allowed Leach to 
overtake the wounded Woods for third, 
but Leach would have to make up some 
20 seconds to move into second, a posi- 
tion to which Walters clung despite 
nursing a hurting knee. 

"| crashed hard in practice yester- 
day," Walters said. "I knew that I 
couldn't stay at Dustin's pace, so I 
backed off and was just glad to leave 
this place healthy, with second." 

Nelson's double moto sweep at the 
completion earned the rider his first win 
of the year after placing fifth at Glen 
Helen and then adding a pair of runner- 
up performances at Boise and Washou- 
gal, taking an 11-point lead into the next 
round. 

Walters, Leach, Woods, Myers and 
18-year-old Baron filled out the top six 
in the moto, followed by Hart, Cook, 
Roby Leach and Husaberg-mounted 


Mike Smith, who were tightly bunched 
and rounded out the top 10. 

For LaMastus, it was a day he'd just 
as soon forget, as the Lewiston, Idaho, 
rider, who had come into the Albany 
round looking to break his string of bad 
luck, had a double-DNF day while run- 
ning as high as third in both motos. 

"We tried an aftermarket carb,"

ter,” Schneider said. “I’m really happy 
with the.way it has progressed. We're 
looking for additional tracks and spon- 
sors for the year 2000 to continue its 
phenomenal success." CN

Coyote" Carrillo, 15, topped his 

impressive season.with an even 
more convincing win in the Division 
One U.S. Junior National Speedway 
Championship.

However, Walker won the 
hearts of riders and spectators alike as 
he showed true sportsmanship in the 
second 250сс A moto. 

In the first 250cc A moto, Walker, 
Tesh, Jim Chester and Kevin Black were 
the only riders around turn one, as the 
remainder of the class crashed. Riddle 
was involved in the pileup. 

“After running into (Jon) Boruff's 
bike, I tried to catch up,” said Riddle. "I 
was quadding the Supercross Six to try 
to make up some time. I had not done 
this since two years ago as a B rider, but 
I knew it would help make up some dis- 
tance to the front-runners." 

Walker won the moto with ease. 
Chester hammered Tesh for second 
while Riddle steadily picked off riders.

Ledesma's 
revenge

CHANDLER, AZ, SEPT. 4-5 

ark Ledesma had only one thing 

on his mind Sunday afternoon as 

he rolled his ZX7R up to the start- 
ing grid for the Unlimited GP Dash For 
Cash at Firebird Raceway: beat Dale 
Kieffer at all costs. When the checkered 
flag fell nine laps later, it was Ledesma 
crossing the finish line first with Kieffer 
trailing. Ledesma won the lion's share of 
the $1000 purse and had his revenge on 
Kieffer for having beaten him in the 
Middleweight Supersport race earlier. 

"There was no way I was going to let 
. Kieffer beat me in Unlimited GP,” said 
Ledesma after the race. "I wanted 
revenge for him beating me in the Mid- 
dleweight race." 

Unlimited GP was the finale of a 
long, hot weekend of racing,-as the CCS 
Southwest Sprint Series resumed after a 
monthlong summer hiatus. Although 
the temperature climbed well past the 
100-degree mark on Saturday and Sun- 
day, racers were thankful that the annual 
monsoons had given them a break from 
the torturous humidity that had been 
punishing the valley for the past week. 

Racing got under way on Saturday 
with the GT Lights event. Laroy Mont- 
gomery took the win from Chuck Coyle 
after the race was red-flagged on the last 
lap for four separate crashes around the 
track. Montgomery, who helps design 
and build the M4 exhaust system, was 
making his first appearance at Firebird 
and, although pitting out of the back of 
his SUV, the 44-year-old Texan was a 
threat in every class he entered. 

The GTU race got off to an unfortu- 
nate start when KTM rider Greg Mariani 
crashed early in the race and had to be 
air-evacuated to the local hospital with 
leg and back injuries. After the restart, 
Kieffer set sail and built up a good lead, 
but Jared Kapoor caught Kieffer nap- 





ping on the last lap and stuffed his way 
up the inside of Kieffer's R6 in the last 
corner to take the win. 

Ledesma handily won the Light- 
weight Superbike race from Mont- 
gomery. Ledesma took the start and 
within three laps he was well clear of 
Montgomery, building up a 15-second 
lead by the last lap. This race was also 
red-flagged on the last lap when Tom 
Krause got his Honda Hawk out of 
shape in turn 12 and collected Coyle, 
who went down unhurt but hard 
enough to crack his helmet open. Krause 
went on to finish in fifth. 

The Super Twins race saw a good 
dice between the T11000 of Scott Willock 
and the Ducati 748 of Tom Hull. Hull 
led at the start and looked like he was 
going to break away but Willock reeled 
him in and made a pass for the lead on 
lap six. Willock turned a low 1:10 lap 
time, but Hull was right on his tail on 
the last lap and forced the issue in the 
last corner to take the win. 

There was a big surprise in the 
Unlimited Superbike race for local rac- 
ers when Vincent Haskovec took the 
win going away. The Suzuki rider rode 
a Cary Andrews-prepared GSX-R750 to 
a big win and collected Suzuki contin- 
gency money during his first visit to the 
Firebird track. CN

Manny Crummett, Steffen and Clay- 
don led the 250cc Vintage riders through 
turn one in the first main of the night. 
Don Frauenberger came around Bruce 
Reynolds to take fourth. Frauenberger 
pulled in behind Claydon, and Steffen 
started looking outside Crummett to chal- 
lenge for the lead. Frauenberger dropped 
Claydon to fourth and headed after the 
leaders. Steffen got a good drive coming 
off of four on the fourth lap, passing 
Crummett for the lead as they crossed the 
stripe. Reynolds picked up the pace, too, 
going past Claydon for fourth.

Chuck McConnell led the Novice

Richard 
Trait left the line in third but was soon 
dropped to fourth by club president Jim 
McMurren, on his Sonicweld Harle 
Sprint 250. Castro had the throttle pinned 
on the ancient twin, diving deep into the 
turns to try and get around the British 
single, but the Velo had more steam on 
the straights.

Marshall Jennings, on a bor- 
rowed Wood-Rotax, and Honda-mount- 
ed Sam Grey both passed Douglas, with 
Alan Girdler bringing up the rear. 

Perry Proiette left the line first in the 
Open Pro race, with John Dupree, 
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Richard Pollock and Travis Petton all 
looking over his shoulder. The red flag 
came out immediately when Jim Rosa's 
Bartels’ XR1200 was knocked down in 
turn two. Rosa was quickly up and kick- 
ing the starter button to rejoin the field. 

Jeff Johnson took the lead in the 
restart, and this time Rosa went right 
along in second, with Ryan Fisher and 
Proiette in the lead group. Fisher flew 
around the outside of Rosa to pull in 
behind Johnson. The race would end 
quickly, as Fisher’s bike began to puff 
smoke going into turn one just as he slid 
under Johnson for the lead. Roger 
Thompson, on the Dodge Brothers

This handed the lead to a charging 
Thompson, leading Petton's Wood-Rotax 
and Rosa on the big hog. Proiette and 
Dupree were closing on Rosa, who had 
his hands full getting the Jim Kelly-tuned 
twin around the Temecula oval. Dupree 
put on a charge, passing both Proiette 
and Rosa to snag third. Proiette also 
worked his way under Rosa for fourth. 
With the white flag out, it seemed as if 
the finishing order was set with Thomp- 
son out front, but Petton came into turn 
three fast and high, squaring turn four 
early, and while Thompson was still 
turning he had his machine hooked up 
and drove inside the twin to take the win 
by inches at the flag.

Jeff Johnson broke out his trusty 650cc 
Triumph to take his win of the night in 
the Sportsman Vintage 750cc class, cruis- 
ing out in front of Sal Peluso, also Tri- 
umph-powered, and Jim Rosa, now on a 
Norton. Roger Thompson, Steve Miller 
and Chuck Claydon fell in behind. 

Dennis Briggs, riding the Noleen 
Racing project YZ400, led the Vet class 
wire to wire, ahead of Richard Pollock. 
Jeff Johnson charged through the pack 
on the Ron Wood single-shock Wood- 
Rotax after a heat-race miscue left him 
on the back row at the start. Frauenberg- 
er, Rick Reed and Rosa each got a lesson 
from the former National regular. см

he drought that had western Vir- 

ginia in its grip caused rather dusty, 

dry conditions for the 10th round of 
the EBC/KBC/Pro Art Works-sponsored 
Virginia Championship Hare Scrambles 
Series. Almost 150 riders took off when 
the green flag went down. Many riders 
thought that the 7-mile track was just as 
dusty as last year’s. Front tires would dig 
into berms that would just disintegrate 
into pure powder, leaving many riders 
on the ground. One creek crossing was 
followed by a pretty radical little uphill. 
Riders making it up the most challenging 
line - a straight, 100-percent-vertical shot 
- were always rewarded with hoots, 
howls and cheers from the many specta- 
tors. On the final lap, almost every rider 
was making use of the many alternate 
lines through that section. 

From the first lap, FMF/White Broth- 
ers/Valley Kawasaki rider Stephen 
Edmondson and Motor Imports-spon- 
sored Kawasaki rider Daniel Morrison 
were in a tight, fender-to-fender race. 
Morrison held on to the lead for the first 
two laps. Edmondson shot up the fast 
uphill line, passing Morrison after the 
creek crossing. Meanwhile, in third and 
also in the hunt for the lead was Casey 
Cycle City-backed Yamaha rider Jason 
Greer. Morrison regained the lead by 
the last lap but found himself bogged 
down by a lapped rider near the finish. 
Edmondson was able to take an outside 
line around both and came through the 
barrels to take his third consecutive win 
of the season. 

“I was having some problems with 
the dust kicked up by lapped riders," 
commented Edmondson, who then 
added, "Except, of course, that last guy." 

Morrison came in second and Greer 
finished third. 

Cycle Center-backed Kawasaki rider 
Wesley Moran grabbed the holeshot in 
the 250cc A class. Not letting torn ankle 
ligaments slow him down, Motor 
Imports-sponsored Kawasaki rider Tony 
Deal latched on to Moran's rear fender 
in the battle for first. 

“I wished we had walked that last 
section yesterday," said Moran. "There 
were two huge roots that stopped me 
dead. I saw Deal go right by me." 

Moran didn't let anything, roots or 
otherwise, slow him down on the last 
lap. He caught Deal and took the check- 
ers at the finish line. Deal came in sec- 
ond, and Honda rider David Ashley 
rode a nearly perfect race to take third. 

The Four-Stroke A class also saw 
plenty of tight, handlebar-banging 
action. Bruce's Suspension-sponsored 
Yamaha rider Glen Holcomb took the 
early lead, with O'Neal-backed Yamaha 
rider Eric Hytinen closing the gap 
between them. Holcomb and Hytinen 
swapped the lead back and forth. On the 
last lap, Hytinen was taking a tight turn 
around a fallen tree when Holcomb 
dived underneath the tree to make the 
winning pass. With no opportunities to 
take back the lead, Hytinen came in sec- 











ond. Yamaha rider Jeff Solinger put in 
an excellent charge to take third. 

The Vet A class charged into the 
woods as a huge cloud of brown dust 
mixed with blurs of colorful plastic. 
Mark IV Yamaha rider Montie Orr 
emerged at the end of the first lap ahead 
of the pack, despite wearing goggles 
that had cracked to bits after being 
dunked in industrial-strength cleaner. 
Motor Imports-sponsored Kawasaki 
rider Danny Morrison recovered from a 
last-place start to give Orr a chase for 
the lead. Morrison passed Orr but got to 
a confusing spot on the trail and had to 
ask for directions. Orr blew by Morrison 
as he was getting back on track. Orr 
came through the finish in first, and 
Morrison hung on to second. KTM rider 
Darryl Campbell rode a consistent race 
for third. 

It was a back-and-forth race for the 
Senior A class as well. KTM rider Robert 
Cox had a tight race with KTM rider 
Robert Jones. Cox took the first position 
but then overshot a turn. Jones controlled 
the lead for a while and then crashed. 
The two swapped the lead throughout 
the race until Jones went over the handle- 
bars in a muddy gully, giving Cox a 
chance to stretch out ahead and take the 
win. Jones wrenched his bike out of the 
mud before KTM rider Tim Norris could 
overtake him for second. 

Cycleworld-sponsored Yamaha rider 
Bryan Happle took a commanding lead 
in the Supermini class. Second place 
belonged to Timmy Craddock. Close 
behind Craddock in third was Kawasaki 
rider Mike Sharp. 

Kawasaki rider Jessica Morrison 
darted off the start to take the holeshot. 
As Morrison widened the margin 
between her and the rest of the 
Women's. class, Casey Cycle City- 
backed Honda rider Heather Greer and 
Powersports-sponsored Kawasaki rider 
Christine Blake were swapping second 
place back and forth. Greer overshot a 
turn, allowing Blake to scoot by. Blake 
stopped for a few brief seconds to check 
on her son, mini rider Preston Blake, 
who had broken some toes. Greer 
caught Blake on a rutted downhill and 
took over second place. Blake made one 
last pass as Greer sat stalled out at the 
bottom of the hill to take second place. 
Greer spent the last lap trying to catch 
Blake but had to settle for third. CN

Chuck Graves returned to the top of the victory 
podium-after winning the Toyota Unlimited 
Formula One Road Race at the eighth round of 
Willow Springs Motorcycle Club action at Wil- 
low Springs International Raceway.

Old dogs, new track

Vintage bikes took center stage as the District 14 
Vintage Series made its annual stop at More- 
land’s Motocross. 

Vintage racing, consists of three basic classes. 
Vintage, which is for 1974-and-earlier bikes, is 
limited to 7-inch front and 4-inch rear suspen- 
sion travel, per ARMHA rules. Evolution (or 
Dry Dogs) is mostly for 1981-and-older cycles 
with drum brakes, linkless rear suspension and 
air cooling. Innovation (or Bomber) is for 1989- 
and-older cycles. The bikes may be old, but the 
riders range in age from 16 on up to “don’t want 
to say.” All three classes run in the morning 
schedule, with the Vintage course rerouted 
around the largest jumps. 

It is an incredible sight to see these old but 
beautifully restored bikes on a modern track. 
Motocrossers push them to limits far beyond 
anything imagined when they were new. Many 
riders jump them as far as the modern bikes. 

Cory Sutherland of Grandville, Michigan, 
flew on his Honda 450 four-stroke to defeat Vin- 
tage chairman Tom Holscher of Clarkston, 
Michigan. 

Kevin Mitchell took the holeshot in the first 
Evolution moto, only to be passed by Allen 
Donath and Terry Piggott on the first lap. 
Donath went on to the win, followed by Piggott, 
Rob Gilroy and Mitchell. In moto two, Piggott 
took the start on his perfect Maico 490, only to 
have Donath fly by right after the Gravity Cavi- 
ty jump. Donath again won, taking the overall. 

The Innovation class had a huge turnout, 
with 21 bikes competing.

Hillard king of the hill

The King City Dirt Riders hosted the District 
17/Illinois State Hillclimb Championships at 
their clubgrounds near Mount Vernon, Illinois, 
and 130 riders competed for championship 
plaques and jackets. The club did an outstand- 
ing job preparing their grounds, and had 
“stretched” their hill to 230 feet - easily the 
longest in Illinois. Roger "Mr. Backwards" Rid- 
dell provided halftime entertainment by jump- 
ing four cars on a Harley - while seated back- 
ward on the machine. His perfect jump was 
followed by a crash through the barriers into an 
ATV parked in a really bad spot - although it 
probably stopped Roger from flying on into the 
woods 

Announcer Steve "Moon" Mullins predicted 
fast times in the low fives on the hill as he wel- 
come riders and the largest crowd of spectators 
in the club's history, but that prediction proved 
very conservative. Kevin Cappello blazed over 
the top on his KX250 in an eye-opening 4.789 
seconds on his first-round ride, good enough by 
far for the class win. Mark Goodman Jr. also 
broke into the fours on his Kawasaki with а 
4.972-second run for second place, with Jason 
Northrup claiming third on a stock YZ250 in 
5,158 seconds. 

"Fast Andy" Fortner flew his CR500 over the 
top in a blistering 4.712 seconds to take the 600cc 
class lead, but Northrup delivered à picture-per- 
fect assault on the hill, topping it in 4.603 sec- 
onds on his Sportland Honda to take the class 
win and post what most thought would hold up 
for the overall fast time. Goodman was also fast 
with a 4.899-second third-place ride on his 
Honda, followed by Gary Edmison with a 5.063- 
second run on his stock CR500. 

There are a number of fast bikes and riders 
in the 750cc class capable of claiming the fast- 
time award at any event. On this night, it was 
John Hillard's show. Hillard, riding a Kawasaki 


triple, charged out of the hole and hit every 
breaker exactly right, flying over the top on his 
first ride in an astounding 4.484 seconds, a time 
which was not only the fastest of the entire 
weekend, but that set the hill record. Hillard 
paid a painful price, however, as he endoed over 
his handlebars on landing and had to sit out the 
rest of the weekend. He was all smiles, however, 
as he collected the big Fast Time trophy and the 
$250 cash prize that goes with it.

"Fast Andy" Fortner demonstrated once again 
how he earned his nickname as he nailed yet 
another Fast Time trophy at the King City Dirt 
Riders hillclimb with a blazing 4,595-second 
first-round ride on his CR500.

This time, Kreutzer was not letting him get 
away. Bakersfield Kawasaki rider Bill Billings 
found himself all alone in seventh as he attempt- 
ed to chase down the leaders. Behind Billings, 
Townsend and Henn were trading plastic. 
Townsend stepped up a notch to secure eighth. 

Bowman, in the lead, was under attack from 
Kreutzer, who was attempting to get around 
Bowman for the overall. YZ-mounted Goerl 
joined in the fight, making it a three-way dog- 
fight for the lead. Kreutzer made his move down 
the front stretch directly in front of the grand- 
stands, grabbing a handful of throttle and taking 
the lead away from Bowman over the finish-line 
tabletop. Bowman did not give up without a 
fight, though, and shadowed Kreutzer for the 
remaining laps, with Goerl, in third, putting the 
pressure on. At the conclusion, the trio was sep- 
arated by less than a bike length, with Kreutzer 
taking the checkers, Bowman holding on to sec- 
ond and Goerl locking down third.

Spring Creek MX 
Hedden back to Spring Creek

Jeff Hedden made his trip up to the Spring 
Creek MX facility from Valley Center, Kansas, a 
successful one, as he rode away with the lion's 
share of the purse in the 250cc A class aboard a 
borrowed RM250. Just a few years ago, both 
Hedden and his brother John were fixtures on 
the National circuit, but they are less visible 
these days. Hedden had some fans at Spring 
Creek - his name was carved into the hillside. 

Just under 900 entrants were greeted with 
great track conditions for Amateur Day. The 
event was also the third Donny Schmit Memori- 
al race. Chip Donaho of AMA District 23 issued 
a $1000 check to the Aplastic Anemia fund, the 
disease that took Donny's life. 

The track was different this weekend. The 
sand-wash whoop section was extended and run 
into the micro track area, and the soil itself 
seemed rather sandy and deep compared to ear- 
lier this year. 

At the start of the first 250cc A moto, Scott 
Steinle was the first of the 33-rider field to the 
turn, with Dan Marcotte and Rusty Sorenson in 
the next two spots. After the sand wash, howev- 
er, Craig Schwarz led the pack, with Hedden sec- 
ond. Steinle and Marcotte were back around 10th 
as sand master Eddie Ray jammed his YZ400 into 
third. After the first of five laps, Canadian Kim 
Houde, 43, гап in second behind Schwarz briefly, 
until Hedden passed him on the second lap in the 
whoops. Schwarz was desperately hanging on to 
the lead, with Hedden all over him. Houde was 
third, followed by Mike Luoma. On the third lap, 
Hedden took the lead as Schwarz slipped back in 
the pack to eventually finish fifth. Luoma made a 
charge on the last couple of laps to finish one sec- 
ond behind Hedden at the finish. Ray was a solid 
third, followed by Houde, Schwarz, Kris Roessler 
and D J. Kunkel.

The top three 
were still in position after the sand wash, but 
Donaho, like many riders, got eaten up in the 
area and came out at the back of the pack. Moli- 
tor and Hibbert had a battle for the lead as they 
went into the sand wash on lap two, and Hib- 
bert emerged in the lead when they came out. 
From there, Hibbert cruised to the victory in the 
one-moto race with about a five-second cushion. 
Molitor easily took second. After consistently 
moving up through the field, Kris Papworth 
claimed third, over David Turk, Nathan 
Broughton and Krischuk.

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cently enough, that sparked the whole 

deal. While attending the recent Dirt 
Track Hall of Fame Race/Springfield 
Mile at the Illinois State Fairgrounds, 1 
was making small talk with one of the 
top AMA Grand National tuners while 
waiting for his rider to finish signing an 
autograph so that I could ask a few 
‘questions for the story that I was going 
to file for Cycle News the next day. After 
a pause, the mechanic wiped his brow, 
looked out into the stands and then 
turned back toward me. 

“I don't know,” he said, "Do you get 
the impression that this is turning out to 
be more of a telethon than a motorcycle 
race?” 

I thought about it for a second. For 
two straight days I had listened as Hall 
of Fame Race organizer Dave Despain 
made his charismatic sales pitches to the 
crowd, making them feel warm and 
fuzzy by telling them that without them 
the $100,000 race could not have hap- 
pened, and without them it could not 
happen again. During the Saturday 
rider's meeting he had implored the rid- 
ers to take their helmets into the stands, 
presumably on the premise that their 
visibility would aid in the quest for 
donations toward next year's event. 
There was the thermometer on the front 
straightaway on Sunday, getting 
splashed with more red paint every time 
a magical monetary milestone was 
reached. There were corporate and 
group donations, and auctions. By the 
time the microphone went dead, over 
$70,000 had been collected for next 
year's $100,000 event. 

But since that day, the seemingly 
harmless question posed by that tuner 
has had me wondering about the value 
of such an event if in fact it might be per- 
ceived as imposing on the fans. Looking 
at it another way, is it worth it to have an 
annual $100,000 event if the race fans are 
going to be the ones footing the bill 
every year? I don't have the answer, bu 
I think that it is a fair question. 

As far as the racers themselves are 
concerned, no one wants to turn away 
from the chance to pick up a $20,000 
paycheck such as the one that this year's 
race winner, Chris Carr, is enjoying. But

listen to what they have to say, and I 
think that several are becoming a bit 
self-conscious about what they may per- 
ceive as exploiting the good will of dirt 
track fans, their dirt track fans. The rid- 
ers know that without the undying loy- 
alty of those fans, the sport itself would 
have been circling the drain a long time 
ago. Longtime series veteran Steve 
Morehead admitted to having similar 
feelings when I asked him. 

“I sure do,” Morehead said. "It's a 
shame that we have to depend on the 
fans to come up with this money. And 
it's not all just the fans. We have some 
really loyal Harley-Davidson dealers 
across the country that are throwing 
money left and right at this deal also. The 
local HOG chapters have gotten involved 
in it. Plus, Mike Corbin has been a great 
supporter of every event that we go to all 
year long. We were just spoiled back in 
the old days when we had R.J. Reynolds 
involved with the Camel Pro Series, and 
we had that $100,000 point fund and we 
had those $10,000 Camel Challenges. 
Now, for some odd reason we can't seem 
to find a series sponsor. I don't think that 
it (soliciting) really takes away from the 
weekend much, but I do think that it's a 
shame that we have the race on Saturday, 
and it's our biggest race of the year, and 
nobody comes." 

Morehead's last comment points to 
something that was noticeable at this 
year's event when contrasted with last 
year's - empty seats. Last year, enthusi- 
asm for the Dirt Track Hall of Fame 
Race seemed to be at an all-time high, 
and the grandstands were packed. This 
year, with double the purse, the crowd 
was conspicuously scarce. 

Ask defending Grand National 
Champion Scott Parker who won the 
inaugural $50,000 event in 1998 and you 
will get a less philosophical - and far 
more opinionated - answer. 

“I think that it’s a bad way to go and 
collect the money," Parker says. "It was 
good one time, but it is bad after that. 
When they asked me to go out into the 
stands, I didn't because I didn't feel right 
about it. I said a year ago that if they 
have $100,000 next time, that's. cool. But 
you have to draw the line somewhere. 1 
think that they should have went to a

sponsor and said, ‘Hey, this year’s purse 
is already paid for, we just need a hun- 
dred grand for the next year.' Maybe 
they tried that, and it didn't work. But I 
just don't feel that that is where they 
need to go collect their money. After a 
point, you can't keep going back and 
begging off of these people." 

I asked Jay Springsteen the same 
question the same way that it had been 
posed to me. 

"| ve thought about that before,” 
Springer said. "It's like now the fans are 
what's paying for us to go racing, and I 
don't think that's right. The fans are 
great to come up with that kind of 
money for us to go racing. They're pay- 
ing to get in plus paying for us to go 
race. That's bullshit." 

Carr cashed the $20,000 first prize 
after he blew away the rest of the field 
in what could be considered a very non- 
typical Springfield race this year, with 
little passing and only three riders in the 
lead draft. Ask the current Grand 
National series points leader about that 
money and his gratitude is obvious. 

"The fans have always supported dirt 
track wholeheartedly," Carr said. "I'm a 
little uncomfortable at times when we sit 
there and keep asking them for more and 


more, but I also look at this way: If they 


didn't want to do this, then they wouldn't 
put up the money, and I certainly appre- 
ciate all that they have done for us riders 
at Springfield over the last couple of 
years, and of course over all the years, for 
supporting our sport. I feel that maybe 
we do need to start looking at other 
avenues for the funds that will keep sup- 
porting these purses. So, if you look at 
Springfield for example, and they keep 
pulling another $67,000 out of the crowd 
over a two-day period, what's wrong 
with jacking the ticket price up $5 for that 
one race. Will we lose the crowd if they 
know that the extra money goes straight 
to the riders? Add it onto the ticket price, 
and you've got $50,000 right there." 

Rich King admitted that he hadn't 
thought about it that much. 

"It (the race) is being sold to them, 
(the fans) obviously," King said. "That 
just makes it more of an honor to race in 
front of those fans who put their money 
up for that reason. But when you look at 
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it that way, the fans are paying for every 
National that we go to. If it wasn’t for 
those ticket prices, we wouldn't be hav- 
ing any Nationals. It's a great event and 
a great weekend, and if that's the only 
way that we can come up with the 
money, and the fans want to do it, well, 
I love racing it.” 

Especially after this year's event, Will 
Davis said that he noticed a bit of a dif- 
ference in the fan response this year that 
made him hesitant to support the 
method by which the Hall of Fame 
money is gathered. 

"Yeah, I do have a problem continu- 
ing to go into the stands with a helmet 
to collect money from the fans," Davis 
said. "Once that I've gone up there, I 
don't get any negative response, but I 
don't feel like they are going to give us 
that. I didn't hear as much cheering this 
year in the stands when the money was 
raised, and it didn't seem like there was 
as much enthusiasm. I think we've been 
there all that we need to go there. That's 
just my opinion. The fans have put it on 
the map, but if we can't get someone to 
support it from there... I will not feel 
right going back into the stands again." 

You can bet that regardless of their 
feelings on the Hall of Fame Race, all of 
the racers shared Davis' sentiment that 
dirt track fans are the greatest motorcy- 
cle fans in the world. 

"The fans are number one, there's no 
doubt about that," Davis said. "Without 
the fans we do have, there is no way 
that we would be racing at all. The ones 
that we do have are diehard. And we've 
got to treat these people a lot better than 
we treat them in order for them to grow 
in masses. We have never, hardly ever, 
given them what we have said we were 
going to give them. It's a good thing 
that they are diehard fans. If they 
weren't, we'd be done." 

So, the real question is, Can dirt track 
racing afford a fan-financed $100,000 
race? It would seem that the riders - as 
much as they genuinely appreciate it - 
don't think so. But it isn't up to them. I 
want to hear from dirt track fans before I 
make up my own mind, so send a letter 
in to our Voices section and let me know.
